Washington, April 20.—Spain will be 


Informed today that the Cuban resolu-' 
tione passed by congress at an early 
hour yesterday morning are now a part 
of the laws of the United States, and 
an ultimatum has been sent demand- 
ing compliance with this law and an 
answer within a short time, probably 
24 hours. Compliance is not expected, 
and ,a forward movement on Cuba will 
commence the latter part of this week, 
according to the plans of the admin- 
istration. 


The congressional Cuban resolution 


was not signed until this morning. The 
ultimatum to Spain was signed at the 
same time. The president early decided 
to make the two practically one act 
by a simultaneous signature of each. 


The resolution was passed by the 


senate at 1:27 Tuesday morning, after 
a night of weary waiting on the con- 
ference committee, interspersed with 
the singing of patriotic and popular 
airsT The senate vote was 43 veas to 
35 nays, the adherents of Cuban rec- 
ognition voting nay to emphasize their 
objection to the expunging of the rec- 
ognition clause. The house passed the 
resolution shortly before 3 o'clock by a 
vote of 310 to 6. Those voting nay 
were Boutelle of Maine, Brewer of 
Alabama, Gardner of-New Jersey, John- 
eon of Indiana. Loud of California and 
McCall of Massachusetts. 
Brewer is 


the only Democrat voting against the 
resolution. 
The resolution, w*.ieh is 


now the law of the land, is as follows: 


Joint resolution for the recognition 


of the independence of tbe people of 
Cuba, demanding that tbe trover amen t 
of Spain relinquish Its authority and 
government In the Island of Cuba and 
withdraw Its land and naval forces 
from Cuba and Cuban waters and di- 
recting the president of the United 
State* to use tbe land and naval forces 
of the United States to carry these 
resolutions Into effect. 
Whereas, The abhorrent conditions 


Which have existed for more than 
three years In the Island of Cuba, so 
near our own borders, have shocked 
the moral sense of the people of the 
United States, have been a disgrace to 
Christian civilization, culminating as 
they have In the destruction of a 
United States battleship with 266 of 
Its officers and crew,while on a friend* 
ly visit In the harbor of Havana, and 
cannot longer be endured, as has been 
set forth by the president of the United 
States In his message to congress of 
April 11, 1898, upon which the action 
of congress was Invited; therefore. 


Resolved, By the senate and honse 


of representatives of the United States 
of America, In congress assembled, 


First, That the people of the Island 


of Cnba are, and of right ought to be, 
free and Independent. 


Second, That it Is the duty of the 


United States to demana, and the gov- 
ernment of the United States does 
hereby demand, that the government 
of Spain at once relinquish Its author- 
ity an£ government In the Island of 
Cuba and withdraw Its land and naval 
forces from Cnba and Cuban waters. 


Third, That the president of the 


United States be and he hereby Is dl- 
rectea and empowered to use the en- 
tire land and naval forces of the United 
States, and to call Into tbe actual ser- 
vice ot the United States the mtlltla 
of the several states to such extent 
as may be necessary to carry these 
resolutions Into effect. 


Fourth, That the United States here- 


by disclaim any disposition or Inten- 
tion to exercise sovereignty. Jurisdic- 
tion or control over said Island, ex- 
cept for pacification thereof, and as- 
servs Its determination when that Is 
accomplished' to leave the govern- 
ment and control of the Island to It* 
people. 


The adoption of the conference re- 


port brought to a close one of tbe most 
interesting and tumultuous sessions of 
the senate held in years. Such scenes 
of confusion and excitement have rare- 
ly been witnessed in the ordinarily 
staid and dignified body as character- 
ized its proceedings from Monday noon 
until nearly 2 o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing. 
Interest in all other questions was 


dwarfed into insignificance by the one 
overwhelmiES question of war—war.

inevitable. Efforts were made to trans- 
act the rejruJar business of the senate, 
but it was with utmost indifference that 
senators performed their work.

dwindled. 


Two cabinet meetings were held yes- 


terday, the first beginning at 11 and 
lasting nearly two hours, and the sec- 
ond lasting from 3 until 5:30 o'clock. 
At their close announcement that ex- 
ecutive action was delayed until today 
was made. The ultimatum itself, it is 
believed, Is short and to the point. It 
recites the main feature's of the resolu- 
tions passed by congress, and demands 
compliance therewith. 
The document 


which it is , believed unquestionably 
will precipitate war probably will not 
be made public here until notice is re- 
ceived that it is in the hands of the 
Spanish government, diplomatic eti- 
quette requiring this. 


The Cuban resolution passed by con- 


gress arrived at the White House at 
1:15 o'clock yesterday afternoon, a lit- 
tle over an hour having been consumed 
in the formalities of securing the sig- 
natures of Speaker Reed and Vice 
President Hobart to the resolutio.n in 
open session and its delivery at the 
White House by Representative Hager, 
of Iowa, chairman of the committee on

Overstreet, of Indiana. 


The steady progress of military and 


naval preparations indicate the con- 
viction on the part of the administra- 
tion that a peaceful solution of exist- 
ing difficulties is not probable. As to 
the course of events in the immediate 
future, the only prediction that can be 
made is one based on precedents. Ac- 
cording to these, Minister Woodford 
will notify the Spanish government of 
the action of the government of the 
United States, and should Spain's an- 
swer be unsatisfactory, as is expected, 
the next step in order will be for him 
to ask for his passports and leave 
Madrid. That woulo^-fe*^followed In- 
stantly by the withdrawal from Wash- 
ington of Senor Polo, the Spanish min- 
ister. 


At this point it can be said thaf the 


state department officials are confident 
that the Spanish government will so 
shape every phase of the negotiations 
as to oblige us to take the initiative 
at every point. After the withdrawal 
of the ministers, and assuming Spain 
does not back down, will follow actual 
war, but whether or not the first overt 
act will be preceded by a formal decla- 
ration of war, which would insure the 
immediate neutralization of tbe pow- 
ers, 
or whether the North Atlantic 


squadron will make its appearance off 
Havana as a beginning, cannot yet be 
predicted. 


In this connection it may be stated 


that the army and navy experts are 
beginning to take- a less hopeful view 
of an easy and quick campaign than 
they entertained a short time ago. 
Months are now mentioned instead of 
weeks as the probable length of hos- 
tilities, and one eminent naval officer 
who had experience in the late war 
professes .a belief that unless outside 
pressure Is brought to bear a war may 
easily drag along for a year under the 
existing: conditions. 


Apparently the powers have aban- 


doned open efforts in Washington to 
Influence the course of our government. 
Matters were very quiet at all lega- 
tions yesterday, and no Instructions 
were received by any of the ambas- 
sadors or ministers in the line of medi- 
ation.

VIEWS OF SPECULATORS. 


Belief In Wall Street That There Will 


Be No War. 


New York, April 20.—There are men 


in Wall street who still believe not a 
gun will be fired in war between the 
United States and Spain. It Is difficult 
to find what they base this assumption 
on, but they hold it with sufficient te- 
nacity to decline to- sell out their hold- 
ings in securities, and they buy addi- 
tional securities at any material de- 
cline. These buyers were in the mar- 
ket at the opening yesterday, and they 
sustained prices above the London par- 
ity, thus inviting sales for arbitrage 
account of many thousand shares of 
the international securities which had 
been bought in London at the lower 
prices ruling there. 


The early declines in London seemed 


to indicate a practical abandonment of 
the hopes of peace, and Spanish fours, 
both in London and Paris, dropped 3% 
per cent. This weakness of Spanish se- 
curities was especially demoralizing on 
the Paris bourse. The support accord- 
ed to Americans in New York after the 
opening here wrought a change in sen- 
timent in London, also in Berlin, and 
the later dealings there witnessed a 
recovering in Americans, though the 
Spanish bonds continued to drop. 


This tendency continued in London 


even after the close of the exchange in 
the trading on the street. It was a ten- 
dency that gave color to the confident 
belief in certain circles in Wall street 
that Spain is prepared to relinquish 
Cuba as a last resort. 


SPANISH MINISTER READY. 


final Preparations Made For His De- 


par tare From Washington. 


Washington, April 20.—The Spanish 


minister, Senor Polo de Bernabe, has 
made his final preparations for depart- 
ure. He will not move precipitately, 
however, as the transfer of the lega- 
tion archives and effects to the French 
embassy must first be accomplished, 
and, moreover, there is felt to be no 
disposition on the part of the authori- 
ties here to unduly hasten the move- 
ments of the minister. Whether the 
state department will send Senor Polo 
his passports or he will ask for them 
is felt to be an immaterial detail. He 
intends to go without reference to these 
formalities, and there is every reason to 
believe the state department will afford 
him th-e protection of passports and 
any further attentions usual In the en- 
forced departure of a minister on the 
breaking c.ut of war. The entire staff 
of the legation vd33 accompany the min- 
ister.

THE NATIONAL GUARDSMEN. 


State Militiamen Will Be Given First 


Opportunity to Enlist. 


Washington, April 20.—The authori- 


tative statement was made at the war 
department that on the first call for 
troops only the National Guard will be 
given an opportunity to volunteer for 
service in the war. This statement is 
in accordance with that made by Sec- 
retary Alger to the National Guards- 
mqn who' called upon him at the war 
department on Saturday, when the 
modified Hull bill for the expansion of 
the army in time of war was under con- 
sideration. Secretary Alger thinks tnat 
such a course is in keeping with sound 
discretion and the dictates of common 
sense, for the organized militia have 
gone to great expense and have de- 
voted much time to perfecting them- 
selves for military duty. 
Any other 


course, he believes, would be destruc- 
tive of the best interests of the guard. 


As far as practicable the state organ- 


izations entering the volunteer service 
will remain intact, the governors of the 
various states being permitted, as they 
were In 1861, to desisnate the regi- 
mental officers, which will include those 
of the grades of second lieutenants to 
colonels. The president will reserve to 
himself the right to appoint the staff 
and field officers. Many applications 
have been made to the war department 
for permission to volunteer, and among 
men of all creeds, nationalities and pol- 
itics there is an expressed intention and 
desire to uphold the honor and integrity 
of the flag of the republic. 


It was stated that the first call for 


troops would be for 80,000 men, which, 
it is believed, will exhaust the entire 
available strength of the National 
Guard at this time, after deducting 
those who are sick and otherwise in- 
capacitated for immediate service. The 
total strength of the guard as reported 
to the war department, is 113,764 men. 


General Miles made another addi- 


tion to his staff yesterday. Brgadier 
General J- C- Breckinridge, now inspec- 
tor general of the United States, will 
serve on General Miles' staff as chief 
of the inspection department. This 
makes four staff officers selected for 
assignment 
on General Miles' staff 


within the last few days, and it is the 
general's intention to have all the 
staff departments of the army repre- 
sented, so that it will be necessary to 
add a signal officer and an ordnance of- 
ficer. 
Both military and naval preparations 


continued yesterday with unabated 
vigor. Seven fleet steam yachts suit- 
able for navigation in Cuban waters 
were procured, and several bids for 
steam colliers were made. Arrange- 
ments are making to utilize a number 


l of the powerful converted smooth bore 


guns, survivors of the late war, as 
armament for the auxiliary cruisers. 


I Many agents for ship owners were at 


the navy department offering to sell 
craft to the government, but where the 
vessels are suitable the prices are said 
to be excessive, and no purchases were 
made. 


All the troops of the recular army

WAR NEWS _OF_ THE WEEK. 


The House Announced a Deterinlna—* 


to Defeat Cuban Recognition. 


Washington, April 20.—On Wednes- 


day of last week the foreign relations 
committees of both houses presented 
warlike resolutions. The senate reso- 
lutions demand that Spain withdraw 
her troops from Cuba at once and re- 
linquish authority over the island, and 
the president is directed to use our 
army and navy to enforce the demands. 
In the house the resolution presented 
by the foreign relations committee was > 
adopted by a vote of 322 to 19 after only 
40 minutes' debate. It provided for im- • 
mediate intervention, but without rec- 
ognizing the insurgents. 


Meantime the war preparations were - 


rushed with increased activity. It was, 
announced, by the navy department 
that the American line steamers St. 
Louis and St. Paul had been pur- 
chased as auxiliary cruisers, and they 
will be speedily transferred into war 
vessels. Soon afterward came the an- 
nouncement that the flying squadron * 
bad raised anchors at Hampton Roads 
and put to sea. This caused considera- 
ble excitement, but it has since been 
demonstrated that they were out on a. 
practice cruise, which was eminently 
successful. 


On Wednesday there was a disgrace- - 


ful scene in the house. During a heated- 
discussion Mr. Brumm, of Pennsyi-- 
nia, called Mr. Bartlett. of Georgia, a. 
liar. Quick as a flash the Georgian 
hurled a large bound copy of the Con- 
gressional Directory at the Pennsylva- 
nlan.

The Twenty-fifth regiment, 
of infantry (colored) encamped at 
Chickamagua Park, near Chattanooga, 
Tenn., and the camp is known as Camp 
Boynton. The men are eager to face 
the Spaniards. The cruiser New Or-« 
leans, formerly the Brazilian cruiser ''• 
Amazonas, arrived at New York. Tes- 
tifying before the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee, Consul General Lee> 
expressed the belief that a Spanish of- 
ficer touched the button that exploded 
the bomb which destroyed the Maine.

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Washington, April 20.—Spain will be 
informed today that the Cuban résolu-' 
tions passed by congress at an early 
hour yesterday morning are now a part 
of the laws of the United States, and 
an ultimatum has been sent demand- 
inç compliance with this law and an 
answer within a short time, probably 
t4 hours. Compliance is not expected, 
and a forward movement on Cuba will 
commence the latter part of this week, 
according to the plans of the admin­ 
istration. 


The congressional Cuban resolution 
was not signed until this morning. The 
ultimatum to Spain was signed at the 
same time. The president early decided 
to make the two practically one act 
by a simultaneous signature of each. 


The resolution was passed by the 
senate at 1:27 Tuesday morning, after 
a night of weary waiting on the con­ 
ference committee, interspersed with 
the singing of patriotic and popular 
ainC The senate vote was 43 veas to 
35 nays, the adherents of Cuban rec­ 
ognition voting nay to emphasize their 
objection to the expunging of the rec­ 
ognition clause. The house passed the 
resolution shortly before 3 o'clock by a 
vote of 310 to 6. 
Those voting nay 
were Boutelle of Maine, 
Brewer of 
Alabama, Gardner of* New Jersey, John­ 
son of Indiana, Loud of California and 
McCall of Massachusetts. 
Brewer is 
the only Democrat voting against the 
resolution. 
The resolution, 
W i.ich is 
now the law of the land, is as follow«: 


•Joint resolution for the récognition 
of the Independence of the people of 
Cuba, deman d I ntr th a t the governm ent 
of Spain relinquish, its authority and 
government In the island of Cuba and 
w ithdraw its land and naval forces 
from Cuba and Cuban w aters and di­ 
recting: the president of the United 
Spates to use the lana and uaval forces 
of the United States to carry these 
resolutions into eirect. 


W h m iis, The ab horrent condition« 
wliich have oxlsted for m ore than 
three years In the island of Cuba, so 
near our own borders, have shocked 
the moral sense of the people of the 
United States, have been adlsgraceto 
Christian civilization, culm inating as 
they have in the destruction of a 
United States battlesnlp w ith 260 of 
its oil! cers and crew, will le on a friend­ 
ly visit In the harbor of Havana« and 
cannot l o n g e r bo endured, as has been 
set forth by the president of the United 
States in his message to congress of 
April 11, 181)8, upon w hich the action 
of congress was Invited; therefore, 


Kesolved, By the senate and house 
of representatives of the United States 
of America, In congress assembled, 


First, That the people of the Island 
of Cuba are, aud of rig h t ought to be, 
free and independent. 


Second, T hat it is the duty of the 
United States to demana, and the gov­ 
ernm ent of the United States does 
hereby demand, that the governm ent 
of Spain at once relinquish its author­ 
ity and governm ent in the Island of 
Cuba and w ithdraw Its land and naval 
forces from Cuba aud Cuban w aters. 


Third, That the president of th e 
United States be aud ho Uereby Is di­ 
rected and empowered to use the en­ 
tire land and naval forces of the United 
States, and to call Into the actual ser­ 
vice ot the United states the m ilitia 
of the several states to such extent 
as may bo necessary to carry these 
resolutions Into effect. 


Fourth, That the United States here­ 
by disclaim any disposition or inten­ 
tion to exercise sovereignty. Jurisdic­ 
tion or control over said island, ex­ 
cept for pno 111 cat Ion thereof, and as­ 
serts its determ ination w hen th at is 
accomplished^ to leave the govern­ 
m ent and control of the Island to Its 
people. 


The adoption of the conference re­ 
port brought to a close one of the most 
interesting and tumultuous sessions of 
the senate held in years. Such scenes 
of confusion and excitement have rare­ 
ly been witnessed in the ordinarily 
staid and dignified body as character­ 
ized its proceedings from Monday noon 
until nearly 2 o'clock Tuesday morn­ 
ing. Interest in all other questions was 
dwarfed into insignificance by the one 
overwhelming question of war—war, 
which all now regard to be absolutely 
inevitable, Efforts were made to trans­ 
act the regular business of the senate, 
but it wap with utmost indifference that 
senators, performed their work. 


The scene in the senate, even up to 
the minute of adjournment, was one 
of wonderful beauty and impressive­ 
ness. 
Hundreds of brilliantly attired 
women an# men in evening dress filled 
the galleries. 
On the floor were the 
makers of the country's history await­ 
ing the verdict from the conference 
committee. When finally it came there 
was a hush in the great chamber, 
which a few seconds before had been 
thrilling with animation. 
When the 
verdict had been returned and accept­ 
ed by *th$ senate vhe great audience 
dispersed—dtep.erhocl 
quietly, 
almost 
f-olemnly, 
All reap ed thj^t tji£ ver­ 


dict meant war, and the action” taken 
was too momentous to inspire any­ 
thing less than awe. 


The house, after one of the hardest 
and most desperate fights in its his­ 
tory, succeeded In forcing the senate to 
yield the main contention in the war 
resolutions—the independence of the 
existing government in Cuba. 
With 


that exception the house accepted tha 
resolutions. 
The 
Republicans 
who 
Joined with Democrats in an attempt 
to concur in the senate amendments 
entire rallied 14 votes at one time, and 
on every vote 
thereafter the vote 
dwindled. 


Two cabinet meetings were held yes­ 
terday, the first beginning at 11 and 
lasting nearly two hours, and the sec­ 
ond lasting from 3 until 5:30 o'clock. 
At their close announcement that ex­ 
ecutive action was delayed until today 
was made. The ultimatum itself, it is 
believed, is short and to the point. It 
recites the main features of the resolu­ 
tions passed by congress, and demands 
compliance therewith. 
The document 
which it is 
believed unquestionably 
will precipitate war probably will not 
be made public here until notice is re­ 
ceived that it is in the hands of the 
Spanish government, diplomatic eti­ 
quette requiring this. 


The Cuban resolution passed by con­ 
gress arrived at the White House at 
1:15 o'clock yesterday afternoon, a lit­ 
tle over an hour having been consumed 
in the formalities of securing the sig­ 
natures of Speaker Heed and 
Vice 
President Hobart to the resolution in 
open session and its delivery at the 
White House by Representative Hager, 
of Iowa, chairman of the committee on 
enrolled 
bills, 
and 
Representative 
Overstreet, of Indiana. 


The steady progress of military and 
naval preparations indicate the con­ 
viction on the part of the administra­ 
tion that a peaceful solution of exist­ 
ing difficulties is not probable. As to 
the course of events in the immediate 
future, the only prediction that can be 
made is one based on precedents. Ac­ 
cording to these, Minister Woodford 
will notify the Spanish government of 
the action of the government of the 
United States, and should Spain’s an­ 
swer be unsatisfactory, as is expected, 
the next step in order will be for him 
to ask for his passports and leave 
Madrid* 
That would-'fc^followed in­ 
stantly by the withdrawal from Wash­ 
ington of Senor Polo, the Spanish min­ 
ister. 


At this point it can be said that' the 
state department officials are confident 
that the Spanish government will so 
shape every phase of the negotiations 
as to oblige us to take the initiative 
at every point. After the withdrawal 
of the ministers, and assuming Spain 
does not back down, will follow actual 
war, but whether or not the first overt 
act will be preceded by a formal decla­ 
ration of war, which would insure the 
immediate neutralization of the pow­ 
ers, or whether the North Atlantic 
squadron will make its appearance off 
Havana as a beginning, cannot yet be 
predicted. 


In this connection it may be stated 
that the army and navy experts are 
beginning to take a less hopeful view 
of an easy and quick campaign than 
they entertained a short time ago. 
Months are now mentioned instead of 
weeks as the probable length of hos­ 
tilities, and one eminent naval officer 
who had experience in the late war 
professes .a belief that unless outside 
pressure is brought to bear a war may 
easily drag along for a year under the 
existing conditions. 


Apparently the powers have aban­ 
doned open efforts in Washington to 
influence the course of our government. 
Matters were very quiet at all lega­ 
tions yesterday, and no instructions 
were received by any of the ambas­ 
sadors or ministers in the line of medi­ 
ation. 


SPANISH MINISTER READY. 


Final Preparations Mad© For His De­ 
p artu re From Washington. 


Washington, April 20.—The Spanish 
minister, Senor Polo de Bernabe, has 
made his final preparations for depart­ 
ure. He will not move precipitately, 
however, as the transfer of the lega­ 
tion archives and effects to the French 
embassy must first be accomplished, 
and, moreover, there is felt to be no 
disposition on the part of the authori­ 
ties here to unduly hasten the move­ 
ments of the minister. Whether the 
state department will send Senor Polo 
his passports or he will ask for them 
is felt to be an immaterial detail. He 
intends to go without reference to these 
formalities, and there is every reason to 
believe the state department will afford 
him the protection of passports and 
any further attentions usual in the en­ 
forced departure of a minister on the 
breaking out of war. The entire staff 
of the legation will accompany the min­ 
ister. 
Their exact movements after 
leaving 
Washington are not 
made 
known, except that they will return to 
Spain at the earliest possible moment. 
It would be no surprise if the minis­ 
ter and his staff went by way of Can­ 
ada instead of New York, taking one 
of the Atlantic linex'S from Halifax. 


Early yesterday morning the large 
metal sign bearing the words "Office 
of the Spanish Legation" was wrenched 
from its place on the gate leading to 
ti?p lec/tjgn. an<3 o^rrljd off, b£ vanr 


dais. The minister made no complaint 
to the state department or to the po­ 
lice, as he has sought to minimize the 
petty depredations against the lega­ 
tion, although this was the most fla­ 
grant one committed. 


VIEWS OF SPECULATORS. 


Belief in Wall Stroot That There Will 


Bo No War. 


New York, April 20.—There are men 
in Wall street who still believe not a 
gun will be fired in war between the 
United States and Spain. It is difficult 
to find what they base this assumption , 
on, but they hold it with sufficient te­ 
nacity to decline to. sell out their hold­ 
ings in securities, and they buy addi­ 
tional securities at any material de­ 
cline. These buyers were in the mar­ 
ket at the opening yesterday, and they 
sustained prices above the London par­ 
ity, thus inviting sales for arbitrage 
account of many thousand shares of 
the international securities which had 
been bought in London at the lower 
prices ruling there. 


The early declines in London seemed 
to indicate a practical abandonment of 
the hopes of peace, and Spanish fours, 
both in London and Paris, dropped 3Mj 
per cent. This weakness of Spanish se­ 
curities was especially demoralizing on 
the Paris bourse. The support accord­ 
ed to Americans in New York after the 
opening here wrought a change in sen­ 
timent in London, also in Berlin, and 
the later dealings ■ there witnessed a 
recovering in Americans, though the 
Spanish bonds continued to drop. 


This tendency continued in London 
even after the close of the exchange in 
the trading on the street. It was a ten­ 
dency that gave color to the confident 
belief in certain circles in Wall street 
that Spain is prepared to relinquish 
Cuba as a last resort. 


THE NATIONAL GUARDSMEN. 


State M ilitiamen Will Be Given First 
Opportunity to Enlist. 


Washington, April 20.—The authori­ 
tative statement was made at the war 
department that on the first call for 
troops only the National Guard will be 
given an opportunity to volunteer for 
service In the war. This statement is 
In accordance with that made by Sec­ 
retary Alger to the National Guards­ 
man who called upon him at the war 
department on Saturday, when 
the 
modified Hull bill for the expansion of 
the army in time of war was under con­ 
sideration. Secretary Alger thinks that 
such a course Is in keeping with sound 
discretion and the dictates of common 
sense, for the organized militia have 
gone to great expense and have de­ 
voted much time to perfecting them­ 
selves for military duty. 
Any other 
course, he believes, would be destruc­ 
tive of the best interests of the guard. 


As far as practicable the state organ­ 
izations entering the volunteer service 
will remain intact, the governors of the 
various states being permitted, as they 
were In 18G1, to designate the regi­ 
mental officers, which will include those 
of the grades of second lieutenants to 
colonels. The president will reserve to 
himself the right to appoint the staff 
and field officers. Many applications 
have been made to the war department 
for permission to volunteer, and among 
men of all creeds, nationalities and pol­ 
itics there Is an expressed intention and 
desire to uphold the honor and integrity 
of the flag of the republic. 


It was stated that the first call for 
troops would be for 80,000 men, which, 
it is believed, will exhaust the entire 
available strength 
of the 
National 
Guard at this time, after deducting 
those who are sick and otherwise in­ 
capacitated for immediate service. The 
total strength of the guard as reported 
to the war department, is 113,704 men. 


General Miles made another addi­ 
tion to his staff yesterday. Brgadier 
General J. C. Breckinridge, now inspec­ 
tor general of the United States, will 
serve on General Miles’ staff as chief 
of the inspection department. 
This 
makes four staff officers selected for 
assignment 
on 
General Miles' staff 
within the last few days, and it is the 
general's intention to have all the 
staff departments of the army repre­ 
sented, so that it will be necessary to 
add a signal officer and an ordnance of­ 
ficer. 


Both military and naval preparations 
continued 
yesterday 
with unabated 
vigor. 
Seven fleet steam yachts suit­ 
able for navigation in Cuban waters 
were procured, and several bids for 
steam colliers were made. 
Arrange­ 
ments are making to utilize a number 
of the powerful converted smooth bore 
guns, survivors of the late war, as 
armament for the auxiliary cruisers. 
Many agents for ship owners were at 
the navy department offering to sell 
craft to the government, but where the 
vessels are suitable the prices are said 
to be excessive, and no purchases were 
made. 


Ail the troops of the regular army 
have been ordered to concentrate at 
southei’n points, and are now en route. 


NAVAL PLAN OF ACTION. 


To Blopkad© Cuba, But Not to Bom­ 
bard Havana. 


Key West, April 20.—The naval plan 
of action, it is understood, has been 
finally and definitely decided upon.

a bombardment of Havana., The block­ 
ade will involve no engagements, it is 
expected, except the accidental encoun­ 
ters which, more or less, are bound to 
occur. 


The senior naval officers of the fight­ 
ing squadron believe that Spain is play­ 
ing a clever game in concentrating her 
entive naval forces at a distance from 
the immediate scene of action. 


Great satisfaction is felt among all 
the officers at the adoption of the Joint 
resolution by congress, as assuring the 
independence of Cuba. They regard it 
as equivalent to a declaration of war, 
and expect that the fleet will shortly 
be under orders to sail for Cuban 
waters. 


Captain Sampson, Captain Evans, of 
the Iowa, ahd Captain Taylor, of the 
Indiana, had a consultation yesterday 
afternoon in the admiral’s cabin on the 
flagship New York, and then came 
ashore. 


WAR NEWS OF THE WEEK. 


The H ouse Announced a D eterm ina­ 
te Defeat Cuban Recognition. 


Washington, April 20.—On Wednes­ 
day of last week the foreign relations 
committees of both houses presented 
warlike resolutions. 
The senate reso­ 
lutions demand that Spain withdraw 
her troops from Cuba at once and re­ 
linquish authority over the island, and 
the president is directed to use our 
army and navy to enforce the demands. 
In the house the resolution presented 
by the foreign relations committee was 
adopted by a vote of 322 to 19 after only 
40 minutes' debate. It provided for im­ 
mediate intervention, but without rec­ 
ognizing the insurgents. 


Meantime the war preparations were 
rushed with increased activity. It was 
announced, by the navy department 
that the American line steamers St. 
Louis and St. Paul had been pur­ 
chased as auxiliary cruisers, and they 
will be speedily transferred into war 
vessels. Soon afterward came the an ­ 
nouncement that the flying squadron1 
had raised anchors at Hampton Roads 
and put to sea. This caused considera­ 
ble excitement, but it has since been 
demonstrated that they were out on a 
practice cruise, which was eminently 
successful. 


On Wednesday there was a disgrace­ 
ful scene in the house. During a heated 
discussion Mr. Brumm, of Pennsyl- 
nia, called Mr. Bartlett, of Georgia, a 
liar. Quick as a flash the Georgian 
hurled a large bound copy of the Con­ 
gressional Directory at the Pennsylva­ 
nian. It fell short, but for a time there 
was a perfect pandemonium on the floor 
of the house, while the speaker rapped 
vainly for order. One of the house em­ 
ployes was knocked down by Mr. Brumm 
while trying to pacify that member. 
After it was all over both members dis­ 
covered that it was “all a mistake," and 
mutual apologies followed. 


The principal news event of Thursday 
was an intimation that the European 
powers would endeavor to coerce our 
government into giving Spain further 
time in which to try the armistice re­ 
cently 
proclaimed, but later 
events 
make the prospect of European action 
improbable. The navy department an­ 
nounced the purchase of another aux­ 
iliary cruiser—the Venezuela, of the 
Red D line. The Twenty-fifth regiment 
of infantry 
(colored) 
encamped 
at 
Chickamagua Park, near Chattanooga, 
Tepn., and the camp is known as Camp 
Boynton. The men are eager to face 
the Spaniards. The cruiser New Or­ 
leans, formerly the Brazilian cruiser 
Amazonas, arrived at New York. Tes­ 
tifying before the senate foreign rela­ 
tions committee, Consul General Lee 
expressed the belief that a Spanish of­ 
ficer touched the button that exploded 
the bomb which destroyed the Maine. 


During the debate in the senate on 
the 
Cuban 
resolutions 
last 
Friday 
Senators Money of Missslssippi and 
Wellington of Maryland indulged in a 
personal controversy, during which Mr. 
Money called Wellington a liar. Then? 
was considerable excitement, but no 
violence. Mr. Money afterward apolo­ 
gized to the senate for using unpar­ 
liamentary language. The navy de­ 
partment announced the lease of the 
American line steamers Paris and NVw 
York, in addition to the St. Louis and 
St. Paul, already secured, and the pur­ 
chase of the Old Dominion liner Y«*rk- 
town and the Ward liner Yumuri.

John R. Procter, formerly state ge- 


ologist of Kentucky, writes of "The 
Mammoth Gave of Kentucky" for the 
Century, the article having many 
striking illustrations by Castaigue. 
Mr. Procter says: 


The entrance to Mammoth Cave is 


reached by descending a picturesque 
pathway leading from the hotel down 
the hillside over jutting moss ami fern- 
covered. limestone cliffs into a beauti- 
ful gleii extending from the top of the 
hill down to Green river, which is 194 
feet below the mouth of the cave and 
about half a mile distant. If the 
weather is warm, as we near the en- 
trance we step into a bracing, cool, 
pure air, welling up from the cave and 
flowing down the glen beneath the 
stratum of lighter and warmer air. I 
have stood near the entrance and ex- 
tended one baud into a temperature of 
90 degrees, while the other hand was 
extended into a cool flowing river of 
air with a temperature of about 60 de- 
grees. 
The air within the cave has a 


uniform temperature, summer and 
winter, of 54 degrees. 
The cave may 


be said to breathe twice a year—in- 
haling during the winter and exhaling 
during the summer. This breathing 
of the cave, and the purity of the air 
and its freedom from germs, are among 
the most interesting problems to be 
studied. By what process the air in 
the cave becomes sterilized remains to 
be determined. 


But our faithful negro guide has 


counted the party, selected the requi- 
site number of lamps and given the 
word, and we follow him in single file 
down the rude stone steps into the 
vestibule of the cave. Turning, we 
look up at the beautiful effect of day- 
light which we are leaving, and ad- 
mire the delicate cascade falling from 
the overhanging arch at the entrance. 


Here our lamps are lighted and we 


enter this silent, mysterious, change- 
less abode of eternal night, where the 
heat of summer and the cold of winter, 
the storms and thunders of the outer 
world, never penetrate. 
A few hun- 


dred yards and we feel the peculiar 
sensation of emerging into expanding 
space. We catch only glimpses of 
white limestone projecting out of black 
shadows of the far-away walls and 
ceiling of an immense, almost circular 
room about 70 feet high, which our 
guide proclaims the Botunda. 


We note the peculiar musical effect 


of the human voice. Years ago it was 
my good fortune to hear a celebrated 
German musical society sing in this 
Rotunda. I went far away in one of 
the great avenues leading from here, 
blew out my light and sat alone in the 
darkness and listened while the great 
anthems 
rolled and 
reverberated 


through the lofty corridors in majestic 
waves of melody. I could then ap- 
preciate the inestimable privilege of 
the few who heard Jenny Lind sing 
here, and who in the Star Chamber 
heard a member of her party render on 
his violin the prayer from "Der Frei- 
achutz." 


When the Rotunda is illuminated, 


we note the perfect clearness of the 
atmosphere, the freedom from dust 
particles of any kind; and we soon 
learn that nowhere in the cave will 
even dust rise upon our shoes. We 
note also the exhilarating effect of the 
air upon the members of our party. It 
is believed that the air has become 
oxygenated by chemical process; cer- 
tainly, from its purity and dryness, it 
enables one to undergo exercise for 
hours without a sense of fatigue. 
Here before us is evidence of the won- 
derful dryness of the air. The salt- 
petre vats erected in 1812, and the 
timbers which have remained in their 
present position since then, show no 
evidences of decay. In these vats the 
saltpetre was leached from the nitrous 
earth abounding in the upper and 
middle dry avenues, and used for the 
manufacture of gunpowder. The war 
of 1812 was fought, on the American 
side, with gunpowder made from salt- 
petre taken from caves, and Mammoth 
Cave supplied the greater part. One 
wonders how, in the absence of germs 
and 
of decay, the earth becomes 


charged with nitrogen. It has been 
claimed that nitric acid in the atmos- 
phere, combining with the limestone, 
forms nitrate of calcium, and the dis- 
integrated waste from the walls and 
ceiling yields the great supply of 
trogen abounding in the cave. 


CURLING. 


A Scotch fiauin Xcalouiily Cultivated by 


Mcotcliiix'ii In America. 


The game of curling has secured a 


firm place among the winter sports iu 
all parts of the country where there 
is heavy ice and where there are 
Scotchmen to teach the game to their 
American neighbors. There are about 
fifty curling clubs in the 
United 


States, and the Grand National Curl- 
ing club of America has a member- 
ship of many hundreds in all parts of 
the North and Northwest; but still tbe 
game is spoken of as "Scotland's aiu 
game." 


The game is always played on ice- 


covered lakes or rivers, except in Eng- 
land, where it is frequently played 
under glass roofs by men whose white 
waistcoats, straw hals, floral decora- 
tions and general lack of Scotch style 
cause the real curlers to regard, them 
with scorn. 


The curlers who are members of the 


New York clubs have their contests 
on Van Cortlandt lake, and there is 
probably no class of sportsmen who 
go about a game so seriously as they. 


The object of the game is to plant 


the curling-stone, which has a tea-ket- 
tle shape and weighs from thirty-two 
to forty-four pounds, near the "tee" 
or centre of a circle at a distance of 
forty yards and to guard it there. 


Next to the stone the broom plays 


the most important part in the game 
of curling, because, in the hands of a 
sweeper who is anxious to see the 
stone advance to the circle where it 
will count, it is wielded dexterously, 
so that every particle of snow or ice 
may be removed from the stone's 
course. The "skips" or captains of 
the opposing sides have charge of the 
sweeping departments,and the sweep- 
ers have the right to use their brooms 
after the stone has got beyond the line 
which marks the middle of the rink. 
The sweeping is always to a side or 
across the rink and not forward or 
backward, where the sweepings might 
obstruct the passage of a running 
stone. 


Match games, called a bonspiel, are 


played by opposing teams of four each, 
and when it is at home curling is es- 
sentially democratic. It ha's been said 
that the lord of the manor, the 
clergyman and the village blacksmith 
may be seen on the same rink with 
the smith as "skip," shouting to the 
clergyman to "Soop, soop!" when he 
tKnks a "soop," or sweep in front of 
the moving stone will help it along. 


The enthusiastic curler sees and 


hears nothing but the speeding stones 
and the applause, the shouts of "Weel 
curled, mon!" and the boyish shouts 
which rise on the wintry air show that 
a youthful spirit may live in a mature 
body, particularly if it be that of a 
Scotch curler,.—New York Tribune.

If there is one place where a vessel 


is supposed popularly to be safe, says 
the New York Sun, that place is port. 
It need not be her home port; but so 
long as a vessel is in port, in the 
minds of the public she is safe, yet, 
as the recent disaster to the Maine 
shows, even port is not always safe. 
In fact, some of the great naval disas- 
ters in history occurred in port. 


Probably the greatest accident on 


record, and certainly the most famous, 
was the capsizing of the Royal George, 
a line of battleship of the British 
navy. It was the flagship of Rear 
Admiral Richard Kempenfeldt. On 
Aug. 29, 1782, as it lay off Spithead, 
at the mouth of tbe Thames, it was 
heeled, in order that a pipe might be 
repaired. Heeling was a simple pro- 
cess; one broadside of guns was run 
from one side of the ship 'to the other, 
so that all the weight was on one side; 
this laid the ship over far enough to 
lay bare the end of the pipe. Heeling 
wasn't absolutely safe, but the repairs 
were so simple that it wasn't -worth 
while to dock the ship. So they 
heeled the Royal George. 


The ship had not been put out of 


commission, and practically all her 
officers and crew were aboard. 
Be- 


sides, the friends of many of the 
ship's company were on board, men, 
women and children. A land breeze 
sprang up, the stays did not hold, and 
the great ship capsized, nearly 800 
persons being drowned. The Eoyal 
George carried 108 guns, and was one 
of the best vessels in the royal navy. 


On June 2, 1859, the steamship 


Eastern Monarch lay off Spithead, af- 
ter a voyage from India, with 500 offi- 
cers and men on board, most of whom 
were invalids. That night she was 
burned, but providentially only eight 
persons lost their lives. On Dec. 22, 
1875, just three days before Christ- 
mas, H. M. S. Goliath, used as a train- 
ing ship, lay in the Thames with about 
500 officers, men and boys, most of 
the boys being rescued from the slums 
of London. A lamp upset on the oil- 
room floor; but again fortune was on 
the side of man, and only twelve per- 
sons were burned to death. 


Sunday, March 24, 1878, was an un- 


pleasant day in parts of England. 
There was a snowstorm, which is al- 
ways unpleasant in England, and then 
there came thunder and purple ligh't- 
ning, and, to top off, a furious squall 
raged for a short time. Just before 
the squall H. M. S. sailing frigate Eu- 
rydice, used as a training ship, sailed 
up along the Isle of Wight. She had 
about 300 men and boys on board, 
and came in with a good breeze, most 
of her sails drawing and her ports 
open. The boys were crowding the 
decks, happy to see England again 
after a long voyage from the Bermu- 
das. 
OffDunnose head, near Vent-

Forty-five years ago Captain Cow- 


per Coles of the British navy invented 
what he called a turret ship, a vessel 
to carry few guns, but those of large 
calibre, in movable towers on the deck. 
Ericsson had the same idea and carried 
it out in his monitor, but Captain 
Coles was not able to embody his 
plans in a ship until nearly fifteen 
years had passed. 
Finally, the lords 


commissioners for executing the office 
of lord high admiral accepted the cap- 
tain's plans, and H. M. S. Captain was 
the result. It was a full-rigged iron 
ship, armored, with auxiliary steam 
power. 
High bulwarks were intended 


to be let down when the vessel -was 
cleared for action, uncovering the two 
turrets. 


The ship was launched in 1869 and 


had trouble from the first Finally, 
she seemed to "find herself and 
joined the Channel fleet. On Sept. 
7, 1870, commanded by Captain Hugh 
Burgoyne, she was sailing through the 
Bay of Biscay. 
She carried a compa- 


ny of 488 persons, and Captain Coles 
and Mr. Guilders, a son of the first 
lord of the admiralty, who were pas- 
sengers, made the total number on 
board 490. At 12.15 a. m. a squall 
sprung up and struck the top-heavy 
ship. 
The bulwarks were down, the 


ship heeled over and never righted. 
Of the 490 persons on board only 
eighteen escaped, and when theconrt- 
martial sat to try some one for negli- 
gence in losing the vessel, the only 
person they could try was James May, 
the gunner! Every officer was lost. 


The Captain was not in harbor; but 


she might as well have been; she was 
•lone, there was no danger of colli- 
sion, her ammunition didn't explode. 
Seemingly she was as safe as a ship 
well could be. She and the Enrvdice 
and the Royal George were beaten 
down by no great storms. It was as ; 


though the linger of Provideuoo had 
pointed at those three tihijm and tit 
nothing else. 


Not quite three years after the Ea« 


rydice capsized there was a boat nice 
on the Thames up in Canadu. The 
day was Queen Victoria's birthday, 
May 24, 1881. The day was clear, it 
was a holiday, and the race was excit- 
ing; so the steamboats accompanying 
the racers were crowded. The Vic- 
toria had on her decks every soul she 
could carry; but everybody behaved 
well, and there was no trcable and no 
danger—until an exciting part of a 
race caused the crowd to rush to oue 
side of the boat. Then she capsized. 
She had 700 persons on board, and 
more than 300 died. The suddenness 
of this disaster was appalling. 


There are countless other instances 


of such strange providential happen- 
ings; they all go to show that a man 
is as safe anywhere as he is anywhere 
else, and that when his time is up he 
must go. 


A Song of Ecstasy. 


A very interesting feature of our 


bird-songs is the wing-song or song of 
ecstasy. It is not the gift of many of 
our brids. Indeed, less than a dozen 
species are known to me as ever sing- 
ing on the wing. It seems to spring 
from more intense excitement and 
self-abandonment than the ordinary 
song delivered from the perch. 
When 


the bird's joy reaches the point of 
rapture it is literally carried off its 
feet, and up it goes into the air, pour- 
ing out its song as a rocket pours its 
sparks. The skylark and the bobo- 
link habitually do this, but a few 
others of our birds do it only on occa- 
sions. Last summer, up in the Cat- 
skills, I added another name to my 
list of ecstatic singers—that of the ves- 
per sparrow. Several times I heard a 
new song in the air, and caught a 
glimpse of the bird as it dropped back 
to the earth. My attention would be 
attracted by a succession of hurried, 
chirping notes, followed by a brief 
burst of song, then by the vanishing 
form of the bird. One day I was lucky 
enough to see the bird as it was rising 
to its climax in the air, and identified 
it as the vesper sparrow. 
The burst 


of song that crowned the upward 
flight of seventy-five or one-hundred 
feet was brief; but it was brilliant and 
striking, and entirely unlike the leis- 
urely chant of the bird while upon the 
ground. It suggested a lark, but was 
less buzzing or humming. The pre- 
liminary chirping notes, uttered faster 
and faster as the bird mounted in the 
air, were like the trail of sparks which 
a rocket emits before its grand burst 
of color at the top of its flight—John 
Burroughs in The Century.

In these vats the 
saltpetre was leached from the nitrous 
earth abounding in the upper and 
middle dry avenues, and used for the 
manufacture of gunpowder. 
The war 
of 1812 was fought, on the American 
side, with gunpowder made from salt­ 
petre taken from caves, and Mammoth 
Cave supplied the greater part. 
One 
wonders how, in the absence of germs 
and 
of decay, the earth becomes 
charged with nitrogen. 
It has been 
claimed that nitric acid in the atmos­ 
phere, combining with the limestone, 
forms nitrate of calcium, and the dis­ 
integrated waste from the walls and 
ceiling yields the great supply of ni­ 
trogen abounding in the cave. 


It requires a day and a half to make 
the regulation journejrs through the 
cave; one half a day to what is known 
as the Short route, and an entire day 
to the Long or River route. 
But that 
by no means exhausts the objects of 
interest, and one may spend days in 
visiting avenues and chambers and 
domes not included in the regular 
routes. 


CURLING. 


À Scotch Game Zealously Cultivated by 
Seotehmen In America. 


The game of curling has secured a 
firm place among the winter sports iu 
all parts of the country where there 
is heavy ice and where there are 
Scotchmen to teach the game to their 
American neighbors. There are about 
fifty curliug clubs in the 
United 
States, and the Grand National Curl­ 
ing club of America has a member­ 
ship of many hundreds in all parts of 
the North and Northwest; but still the 
game is spoken of as 4‘Scotland’s ain 
game.” 


The game is always played on ice- 
covered lakes or rivers,except in Eng­ 
land, where it is frequently played 
under glass roofs by men whose white 
waistcoats, straw hals, floral decora­ 
tions and general lack of Scotch stylo 
cause the real curlers to regard them 
with scorn. 


Tho curlers who are members of the 
New York clubs have their contests 
on Van Cortlaiult lake, and there is 
probably no class of sportsmen who 
go about a game so seriously as they. 


The object of the game is to plant 
the curling-stone, which has atea-ket- 
tle shape and weighs from thirty-two 
to forty-four pounds, near the “tee” 
or centre of a circle at a distanco of 
forty yards and to guard it there. 


Next to the stone the broom plays 
the most important part in the game 
of curling, because, in the hands of a 
sweeper who is anxious to see the 
stone advance to the circle where it 
will count, it is wielded dexterously, 
so that every particle of snow or ice 
may be removed from the stone’s 
course. 
The 4‘skips’* or captains of 
the opposing sides have charge of the 
sweeping departments, and the sweep­ 
ers have the right to use their brooms 
after the stone has got beyond tho line 
which marks the middle of the rink. 
The sweeping is always to a side or 
across the rink and not forward or 
backward, where the sweepings might 
obstruct the passage of a running 
stone. 


Match games, called a bonspiel, are 
played by opposing teams of four each,

It ha‘s been said 
that the lord of the manor, the 
clergyman and the village blacksmith 
may be seen on tho same rink with 
the smith as “skip,” shouting to the 
clergyman to “Soop, soop!” when he 
thinks a “soop,” or sweep in front of 
the moving stone will help it along. 


The enthusiastic curler sees and 
hears nothing but the speeding stones 
and the applause, the shouts of <4Weel 
curled, mon!” and the boyish shouts 
which rise on the wintry air show that 
a youthful spirit may live in a mature 
body, particularly if it be that of a 
Scotch curler t—New York Tribune.

Good Order in tho A laska Gold Fields. 


“The River Trip to the Klondike” 
is the title of an article in The Century 
by John Sidney Webb. 
The author 
savs: 
«Disputes, whether of contract or 
tort, miners’ rights, claims, or what 
not, were, in the absence of any civil 
government, settled by miners’ meet­ 
ings. 
The aggrieved person called a 
miners’ meeting, a chairman was ap­ 
pointed, and the grievance set forth. 
If the meeting saw fit to consider the 
question, it formed itself into a court 
by the appointment of a judge and a 
marshal, by the summoning of a jury, 
and by following out the forms of a 
court of law, so far as they knew them, 
and some of them were experienced 
men. 
The parties and their witnesses 
were heard, arguments were made, the 
jury were instructed, and departed to 
make up their verdict. 
This verdict 
was absolutely conclusive upon all the 
parties concerned, and in some in­ 
stances judgments have beeii rendered 
for several thousands of dollars, which 
have always been paid. 
Whatever 
men learned in the law may think of 
such tribunals, the result undoubtedly 
has been that even-handed justice has 
been dealt out without fear or favor, 
and a community liable to most violent 
passions has been conducted without 
serious disturbances of the peace or 
infringement of the rights of others. 
No shooting scrape has occurred, ex­ 
cept in a single instance, in which a 
man crazed with liquor, after a pro­ 
longed debauch, attempted to kill a 
saloon-keeper who refused any longer 
to sell him liquor. 
This disturber, 
after firing two shots, was killed by 
tho 
saloon-keeper 
in 
self-defence. 
The latter was tried and promptly ac­ 
quitted. 


German M illionaires. 


Y/ealth is gradually being accumu­ 
lated in Germany in a measure un­ 
dreamed of before the war of 1870-71, 
and the next big census of 1900 may 
aliow some surprising facts. 
But the 
smaller local census just taken un­ 
mistakably indicates many 
things. 
Thus, for instance, this year’s numbei 
of millionaires in Berlin alone is 20U2, 
Of threefold millionaires there are 
477. 
The wealthiest man in Berlin, 
Bleicliroeder, has a fortune of 75,000,* 
000 marks, about $18,000,000.—Chi­ 
cago iiecord.

If there is one place where a vessel 
is supposed popularly to be safe, says 
the New York Sun, that place is port. 
It need not be her home port; but so 
long as a vessel is in port, in tho 
minds of the public she is safe, yet, 
as the recent disaster to the Maine 
shows, even port is not always safe. 
In fact, some of tho great naval disas­ 
ters in history occurred in jDort. 


Probably the greatest accident on 
record, and certainly the most famous, 
was the capsizing of the Royal George, 
a line of battleship of the British 
navy. 
It was the flagship of Rear 
Admiral Richard Kempenfeldt. 
On 
Aug. 29, 1782, as it lay off Spithead, 
at the mouth of the Thames, it was 
heeled, in order that a pipe might be 
repaired. 
Heeling was a simple pro­ 
cess; one broadside of guns was run 
from one side of the ship to the other, 
so that all the weight was on ono side; 
this laid the ship over far enough to 
lay bare the end of the pipe. 
Heeling 
wasn't absolutely safe, but the repairs 
were so simple that it wasn’t worth 
while to dock the ship. 
So they 
heeled the Royal George. 


The ship had not been put out of 
commission, and practically all her 
officers and crew were aboard. 
Be­ 
sides, the friends of many of the 
ship’s company were on board, men, 
women and children. 
A land breeze 
sprang up, the stays did not hold, and 
the great ship capsized, nearly 800 
persons being drowned. 
The Royal 
George carried 108 guns, and was one 
of the best vessels in the royal navy. 


On June 2, 1859, the steamship 
Eastern Monarch lay off Spithead, af­ 
ter a voyage from India, with 500 offi­ 
cers and men on board, most of whom 
were invalids. 
That night she was 
burned, but providentially only eight 
persons lost their lives. 
On Dec. 22, 
1875, just three days before Christ­ 
mas, H. M. S. Goliath, used as a train­ 
ing ship, lay in the Thames Avith about 
500 officers, men and boys, most of 
the boys being rescued from the slums 
of London. 
A lamp upset on the oil- 
room floor; but again fortune was on 
the side of man, and only twelve per­ 
sons were burned to death. 


Sunday, March 24, 1878, was an un­ 
pleasant day in parts of England. 
There was a snowstorm, which is al­ 
ways unpleasant in England, and then 
there came thunder and purj^le light­ 
ning, and, to top off, a furious squall 
raged for a short time. 
Just before 
the squall H. M. S. sailing frigate Eu- 
rydice, used as a training ship, sailed 
up along the Isle of Wight. 
She had 
about 300 men and boys on board, 
and came in with a good breeze, most 
of her sails drawing and her ports 
open. 
The boys were crowding the 
decks, happy to see England again 
after a long voyage from the Bermu­ 
das. 
OffDunnose head, near Vent- 
nor, that snow squall struck her and 
she capsized. 
Ventnor is a watering- 
place, winter as well as summer; and 
right before the eyes of hundreds of 
persons unable to help, the old frigate 
went down. 
Hardly any one was 
saved. 
Captain Hare, Lieutenant Ta­ 
bor, the executive officer, and nearly 
every other person on board was 
drowned almost within reach of land 
at the entrance of the harbor for which 
they had hoped. 


Forty-five years ago Captain Cow- 
per Coles of the British navy invented 
what he called a turret ship, a vessel 
to carry few guns, but those of large 
calibre, in movable towers on the deck. 
Ericsson had the same idea and carried 
it out in his monitor, but Captain 
Coles was not able to embody his 
plans in a ship until nearly fifteen 
years had passed. 
Finally, the lords 
commissioners for executing the office 
of lord high admiral accepted the cap­ 
tain’s plans, andH. M. S. Captain was 
the result. 
It was a full-rigged iron 
ship, armored, with auxiliary steam 
power. 
High bulwarks were intended 
to be let down when tho vessel was 
cleared for action, uncovering the two 
turrets. 


The ship was launched in 1809 and 
had trouble from the first. 
Finally, 
she seemed to “iind herself” and 
joined the Channel fleet, 
On Se]:>t. 


7, 1870, commanded by Captain Hugh 
Burgoyne, she was sailing through the 
Bay of Biscay. 
She carried a compa­ 
ny of 488 persons, and Captain Coles 
and Mr. Childers, a son of the first 
lord of the admiralty, who were pas­ 
sengers, made the total number on 
board 490. 
At 12.15 a. m. a squall 
sprung up and struck the top-heavy 
ship. 
The bulwarks were down, the 
ship heeled over and never righted. 
Of the 490 jjersons on board only 
eighteen escaped, and when the court- 
martial sat to try some one for negli­ 
gence in losing the vessel, the only 
Iverson they could try was James May, 
the gunner! Every officer was lost. 


The Captain was not in harbor; but 
she might as well have been; she was 
alone, there was no danger of colli­ 
sion, her ammunition didn’t oxplode. 
Seemingly she was as safe as a ship 
well could be. 
She and the Eurvdice 
and the Royal George were beaten 
down by no great storms. It was as 


though tho finger of Providence had 
pointed at those three ship* and at 
nothing else. 


Not quite throe years after the Eu* 
rydice capsized there was a boat race 
on tho Thames up in Canada. 
The 
day was Queen Victoria’s birthday, 
May 24, 1881. 
The day was clear, it 
was a holiday, and the race was excit­ 
ing; so the steamboats accompanying 
the racers were crowded. 
The Vic­ 
toria had on her decks every soul sho 
could carry; but everybody‘ behaved 
well, and there was no trcable and no 
danger—until an exciting part of a 
race caused the crowd to rush to one 
side of the boat. 
Then she capsized. 
She had 700 persons on board, and 
more than 300 died. 
The suddenness 
of this disaster was appalling. 


There are countless other instances 
of such strange providential happen­ 
ings; they all go to show that a mau 
is as safe anywhere as he is anywhere 
else, and that when his time is up ho 
must go. 


A Song o f Ecstasy. 


A very interesting feature of our 
bird-songs is the wing-song or song of 
ecstasy. 
It is not the gift of many of 
our brids, 
Indeed, less than a dozen 
species are known to me as ever sing­ 
ing on the wing. 
It seems to spring 
from more intense excitement and 
self-abandonment than the ordinary 
song delivered from the perch. 
When 
the bird’s joy reaches tho point of 
rapture it is literally carried off its 
feet, and up it goes into the air, pour­ 
ing out its song as a rocket pours its 
sparks. 
The skylark and the bobo­ 
link habitually do this, but a few 
others of our birds do it only on occa­ 
sions. 
Last summer, up in the Cat­ 
skills, I added another name to my 
list of ecstatic singers—that of the ves­ 
per sparrow. 
Several times I heard a 
new song iu the air, and caught a 
glimpse of the bird as it dropped back 
to the earth. 
My attention would be 
attracted by a succession of hurried, 
chirping notes, followed by a brief 
burst of song, then by the vanishing 
form of the bird. One day I was lucky 
enough to see the bird as it was rising 
to its climax in the air, and identified 
it as the vesper sparrow. 
The burst 
of song that crowned the upward 
flight of seventy-five or one-hundred 
feet was brief; but it was brilliant and 
striking, and entirely unlike the leis­ 
urely chant of the bird while upon the 
ground. 
It suggested a lark, but was 
less buzzing or humming. 
The pre­ 
liminary chirping notes, uttered faster 
and faster as the bird mounted in the 
air, were like the trail of sparks which 
a rocket emits before its grand burst 
of color at the top of its flight—John 
Burroughs in The Century. 


Shortest T im e in M aking Shoes. 


Machines for*shoemaking have been 
so highly developed in America, that 
not long since an ordinary pair of 
shoes was made in New York from 
start to finish, including the sewing 
on of the buttons and the packing of 
the pair in a box, in the almost in­ 
credibly short time of less than six­ 
teen minutes. 
A pair of button-up 
man’s shoes was turned out complete 
in the Midlands in twenty minutes. 
At last year’s Shoe and Leather fair 
at the Agricultural hall, London, a 
pair of shoes was completed in thirty- 
four minutes, the leather having in 
that time passed through fifty-three 
machines and the hands of sixty-three 
people. 
In Vienna a pair of shoes 
was made of leather (obtained from a 
live calf) within twenty-four hours. 
This took place in fulfilment of a 
wager, and a committee was elected 
to see that everything was fairly 
done. 
Early in the morning of the 
appointed day a calf was killed in the 
presence of numerous witnesses. The 
skin was at the tannery at* noon; it 
was properly tanned and turned over 
to one of tho most skilful hands of 
the shoemaker that very evening, and 
next morning it reappeared iu the 
shape of a pair of shoes, which were 
worn by the man who owned the calf 
within twenty-four hours of the ani­ 
mal having been killed.*—Tit-Bits.

Rev. J. O. Miller Dead. 


YORK, April 18.—Rev J. O. Miller, 


the venerable pastor of Trinity Reform- 
ed Church, this city, and one of the 
best known ministers of the Reformed 
•Church, died at 8.05 o'clock this even- 
ing. The immediate cause of his death 
'was heart failure. 
He had been a suf- 


ferer from heart disease and chronic 
bronchitis for some years. 
He was sud- 


denly taken critically ill yesterday 
•morning, and though he rallied some- 
what last night he expired this evening. 


Dr. Miller was born December 30, 


1822, at Woodstock,Va. 
He bad been 


a trustee of Franklin and Marshall 
College, Lancaster, for more than a 
fqnaiter of a century. He was Presi- 
dent of the Board of Home Missions of 
'the Reformed Church in the United 
States and served with distinction in 
the years 1871 and 1873 and again in 
the year 1893 as president of the syn- 
ods of the Reformed Church of the 
United States. He was a trustee of the 
York County Academy for over twen- 
ty five years. He was chaplain of the 
York City Fire Department. He issur- 
vived by a wife and three children.

In 
December, 1890, L. B. Gate was shot 
and killed by one Bill Peiilc. Penlc 
•was Indicted and tried on the charge of 
murder. He was defended by the same 
lawyers who are now acting for him 
In this civil suit. The accused was ac- 
quitted on the plea of self-defense. 
The parents of the deceased, L. B. Cate, 
thought to honor bis memory by erect- 
ing a suitable tombstone over his 
grave, and having cut in the marble a 
legend setting forth some of the circum- 
stances of his taking off. The follow- 
ing was cut on the tombstone: 


"L. B., eon of J. C. and L. J. Gate. 


Bom April 10, 1870. Married Willie 
Freeman December 21, 1887. Was shot 
and killed by Bill Penlc December 11, 
1896; caused by Penlc swearing to a 
lie on Gate's wife. Aged 26 years 8 
'months and 1 day." 


It is alleged by Penic that this gtone 


•was lettered by J. H. Hutehinson, ol 
Martin, and it Is alleged that the ston« 
Tvas exposed to public gaze in the yard 
of Hutehinson for quite a -while before 
it was erected at the head of the grave 
containing the remains of the deceased 
Cate. Since the vindication of Penic 
by the trial jury in Weakley County he 
has sought reparation for the wording 
of this tombstone. The complainant 
seeks damages from the sculptor an<3 
the father of tbe deceased in the 
of S10.000. 


A ijocx or ivapoleon s Hair. 


A unique souvenir of the great Napo- 


leon is kept in the family of his old 
nurse and attendant, being now in the 
possession of Prof. Bagley, of Abilene, 
Kan. He is a native of the island of 
St. Helena, and his mother was one of 
the intimates of the guardians of Na- 
poleon. When the Emperor lay dying 
his old nurse stole to his side and 
clipped from bis head a lock of hair. 
Part of the lock she gave to Mr. Bag- 
ley's mother and sbe gave it to her son. 


It is kept in a bottle and is black and 


gray, with a trace of brown. For forty 
years the bottle has been kept in a dark 
room, that the hair may not be injured 
by the light. There are about forty 
strands- in all. The relic is held at a 
great value by the possessor. He has 
also some cloth from tbe coffin, a medal 
given by Napoleon and some other 
minor souvenirs from the island of St. 
Helena.

Napoleon known to be on this continent 
is a single ha!r that Richard Watson 
Gilder once owned. He kept it in his 
wptch case.

Eagles have become a post to farm-

preying upon firm animals are re­ 
markable. 
At the same time they are 
so wary that lew of them are shot. 


There is a lavge and particularly 
ugly bald-headed eagle in the Gardi- 
re ^ s Lake country, in New London 
cuunty, 
which L.;s male such 
a 
nuisance of itse'f in tho matter of 
stealing lambs and poultry from the 
farmers all winter,that a special eflort 
has boon made to slay it, but thus far 
it has succeeded in avoiding tbe guns 
of a score of hunters and evaded anv 
t number of pole traj s which have been 
set and temptingly baited up in the 
air for it. 


J. N. Newton* foreman of the Fish­ 
er’s Island farm, killed a big laid 
eagle on the island. 
It had become 
exhausted from some unknown reason 
and fallen in the road. 
Mr. Newton 
leaped from his wagon and attacked 
the eagle with the b’itt of his whip. 
The eagle turned ou him lierc-lv, and 
il- was some time before he could kill 
it. 
The bird had a spread of wings of 
six feet four inches, and wao beauti­ 
fully marked, having a white head, 
neck, and tail, and the rest of its body 
being of a mixed brown.

A Suit W ith ou t a Parallel* 


Memphis, 
Tenu.,

brought suit In Weakley County for 
damages for defamation of character, 
alleged to be contained in an epitaph 
cut on a tombstone.

In 
December, 1890, L. B. Cato was shot 
and killed by one Bill Peulc.

The accused was ac* 
quitted on tho plea of self-defense, 
The parents of the deceased, L. B. Cate, 
thought to honor his memory by erect­ 
ing a suitable tombstone over his 
grave, and having cut In the marble a 
legend setting forth some of th^circum* 
stances of his 'taking off. The follow 
ing was cut on the tombstone: 


“L. B„ son of J. C. and L. J. Cate, 
Born April 10, 1870.

Freeman December 21,1S87. Was shot 
and killed by Bill Penlc December 11, 
1S9G; caused by Penic swearing to a 
lie on Cate’s wife. 
Aged 2G years 8 
months and 1 day.” 


It is alleged by Penlc that this *ton6 
was lettered by J. II. Hutchinson, oi 
Martin, and it Is alleged that the stons 
was exposed to public gaze in the yard 
of Hutchinson for quite a while before 
It was erected a.t the head of the grave 
containing the remains of the deceased 
Cate. 
Since the vindication of Penic 
by the trial jury in Weakley County he 
has sought reparation for the wording 
of this tombstone. 
The complainant 
seeks damages from the sculptor and 
the father of the deceased In the siiin 
of 810,000.________________

A unique souvenir of the great Napo­ 
leon is kept in the family of his old 
nurse and attendant, being now in tbe 
possession of Prof. Baglcy, of Abilene, 
Kan.

Scouring Paste"—One part oxalic

Colorlu;? F o r Soups. 


Essence of spinach is used for color­ 
ing soups, dressings, creams, pud­ 
dings, etc., etc. 
It is prepared as 
follows: 
Wash thoroughly in cold 
water a half peck of spinach, 
After 
washing it let it soak a couple of hours 
in cold water, then drain it quite dry. 
Put it in a big wooden bowl, chop it 
up a little, then pound it with a pota­ 
to masher until it is a pulp. 
After 
this put it in a cheese cloth bag and 
dip the bag with the spinach in a 
saucepan containing a very little cold 
water. 
Press all the juice of the spin­ 
ach with a potato masher into a sauce­ 
pan and stand it over tho fire. 
When 
it roaches boiling heat take it from the 
stove and strain it through a hair 
sieve, add two tablespoonfuls of fine 
sugar and stir it till the sugar melts, 
When cold bottle it or put it in a glass 
ja*t stand it in*a cold place and it will 
keep for some time. 


C em ents an d P a ste , 


Knife Handle Cement—Resin, four 
parts; beeswax, one part; plaster of 
Paris or brick dust, one part. 
Have 
all finely powdered and mix well. 
Fill handle, heat tho end of the blade, 
andpress it in. 


Cement for Glazed Surfaces—Two 
ounces of granulated gum arabic dis­ 
solved in a half pint of water; dissolvo 
one-half ounce starch in cold water; 
add with one-half ounce of granulated 
sugar to the gum solution, and boil 
ail until clear. 
A little oil of cloves 
may be added to keep it. 


Cement for Glass and Earthenware 
—Dilute white of egg with its bulk of 
water. 
Mix to a thin paste with pow­ 
dered quicklime. 
Must be used im­ 
mediately; will not keep. 


Cement for Fastening Tops on Oil) 
Lamps—Three parts resin, one part 
caustic soda, five parts water. 
Mix 
with half its weight of plaster of Paris. 
It sets in about forty-five minutes; is 
o£ groat adhesive power. 


Strcng Cement for Mending Broken 
Crockery—Mix together equal parts of 
glycerine and litharge to the consis­ 
tency of soft putty. 
If articlos are al­ 
lowed to stand until cement is thor­ 
oughly hardened they 
will resist 
acids and hot water. 


To Fasten Paper to Tin—Break 
clear glue in small pieces, soak over 
night in clear water. 
Squeeze and 
drain, put in a wide-mouthed bottle, 
add sufficient glacial acetic acid to 
cover, and stand bottle in warm water 
until melted. 


Scouring Paste—One part oxalic 
acid, fifteen parts peroxide of iron, 
twenty parts powdered rotten stone, 
sixty parts palm oil, four parts petro­ 
latum. 
Pulverize tho acid, add iron 
and rotten stone, sift well, gradually 
incorporate the oil and petrolatum. 
Perfume with oil of lavender,—New 
York Times.

Cream Fritters—Beat the yolks of 
three eggs with a gill of cream or 
good new milk, add a pinch of salt, 
one ounce of sugar, half lemon rind 
grated, and three crumbled macca- 
roons. 
Whip the white of one egg to 
a stiff froth, and stir it lightly into the 
ingredients; fry like pancakes, drain, 
sift sugar over and serve hot, with 
jam sauce. 


Pain’s Perdus—Cut thin slices of 
sweet homemade bread into pieces 
two inches wide and five inches long. 
Spread with thick sweet cream and 
peach and apricot jam; roll up and 
fasten with tiny skewers if tho pieces 
will not stay rolled; dip in beaten egg 
and fry a delicate brown in deep hot 
fat.

Madrid, April 20.—The supporters of 


(tie government In both houses of par- 
lament met In the senate chamber at 
$ o'clock yesterday afternoon. Senor 
gagasta, the premier, addressed them 
33 follows: 


"The times are so grave and tht clr- 


qumstances are so exceptional that 
4Cts, not words, are necessary to face 
the present difficulty. 
Attempts are 


being made to sully the glorious his- 
tory of Spain by an infamous calumny. 
Tbe different 
Spanish governments 


have done their utmost to avert tbe 
war to which we are being provoked. 
We have now reached the limits of con- 
cession, compatible with honor and ter- 
ritorial integrity. We consented to the 
last concession at the instance of the 
pope and the powers. We yielded, in 
fact; but now attempts are made upon 
our honor and menaces directed against 
our territory. That is a thing to which 
Spaniards will never consent. This is 
not the moment to trace a parliament- 
ary program, but the moment to unite 
ourselves, as our fathers have done, in 
the face of an odious attempt against 
the integrity of our territory. The In- 
sult offered us today is the most in- 
famous that has ever been offered." 


Continuing, Senor Sagasta counseled 


the rapid constitution of the chambers 
in order to accord to the government 
the means to defend the country's in- 
terests. 


••Spain," lie added, "will not allow 


* parcel of her territory to be taken 
tfrom her with Impunity; nor -will she 
fee a party to any trafficking for her 
possessions." 


Seldom has there been witnessed a 


more impressive and significant scene. 
The large hall of the entire senate was 
densely crowded with Liberal senators 
and deputies, who listened with breath- 
less attention to the short speech of 
Senor Sagasta, only interrupting him 
with unanimous and loud applause. If 
the idea still existed in the mind of any 
one here that war could be avoided, 
Qenor Sagasta's firm speech is regarded 
as finally settling all doubts.

Conservatives, when addressing his 
party, declared it "inopportune to form- 
ulate a political program." H* an- 
nounced that his party would loyally 
Bupport the government in the existing 
grave crisis. 
It ia learned on unquestionable au- 


thority that the aueen regent recently 
made tbe following statement: 
'1 prefer even the horrors of war 
rather than tarnish on the prestige of j 
the army or an impairment of the rights j 
of the crown."

Contrary to the general opinion that j 


the queen regent has been negotiating I 
for peace at any price, her attitude to- ! 
for peace at any price, her attitude 
had much to do with the firm action of 
the cabinet. 


A dispatch from Malaga reports a re- 


sumption of the riots there on Monday. 
TEhe American consul's negro servant 
was killed and many persons in the 
Cfowd were wounded. 


A Proposed Peculiar Bequest.

Madrid, April 20.—The supporters of 
t#ie government in both houses of p ar­ 
liament met in the senate chamber at 
H o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
Senor 
gagasta, the premier, addressed them 
j^s follows: 


"The times are so grave and tht cir­ 
cum stances are so 
exceptional 
th a t 
<%cts, not words, are necessary to face 
the present difficulty. 
Attem pts are 
being made to sully the glorious his­ 
tory of Spain by an infamous calumny. 
The 
different 
Spanish 
governments 
have done tlieir utm ost to avert the 
w ar to which we are being provoked. 
%Ve have now reached the limits of con­ 
cession, compatible with honor and te r­ 
ritorial integrity. We consented to the 
last concession at the instance of the 
pope and the powers. 
We yielded, in 
fact; but now attem pts are made upon 
our honor and menaces directed against 
our territory. T hat is a thing to which 
Spaniards will never consent. This is 
not the moment to trace a parliam ent­ 
ary program, but the moment to unite 
ourselves, as our fathers have done, in 
the face of an odious attem pt against 
the integrity of our territory. The in­ 
sult offered us today is the m ost in­ 
famous th at has ever been offered." 


Continuing, Senor Sagasta counseled 
the rapid constitution of the cham bers 
in order to accord to the government 
the means to defend the country's in­ 
terests. 


♦•Spain»” h e added« “ w ill n o t allow 
m parcel of h e r te rrito ry to be tak en 
fro m h e r w ith Im punity; nor w ill she 
toe a p a rty to any trafficking fo r h e r 
possessions.” 


Seldom has there been witnessed a 
more impressive and significant scene. 
Vhe large hall of the entire senate was 
densely crowded with Liberal senators 
and deputies, who listened with breath­ 
less attention to the short speech of 
Senor Sagasta, only interrupting him 
with unanimous and loud applause.

Washington, April 20.—Spain will be 
informed today that the Cuban reaolu-' 
tions paaaed by congress at an early 
hour yesterday morning are now a part 
of the laws of the United States, and 
an ultimatum has been sent demand- 
ing compliance with this law and an 
answer within a short time, probably 
t4 hours. 
Compliance is not expected, 
and a forward movement on Cuba will 
commence the latter part of this week, 
according to the plans of the admin- 
Ivtration. 


The congressional Cuban 
resolution 
was not signed until this morning. 
The 
ultimatum to Spain was signed at the 
same time. The president early decided 
to make the two practically one 
act 
by a simultaneous signature of each. 


The resolution 
was passed 
by 
the 
senate at 1:27 Tuesday morning, after 
a night of weary waiting on the con- 
ference committee, 
interspersed 
with 
the Binglng of patriotic and 
popular 
alnC 
The senate vote was 43 veas to 
35 nays, the adherents of Cuban rec-- 
ognitlon voting nay to emphasize their 
objection to the expunging of the rec- 
ognition clause.

staid and dignified body as character- 
ized Us proceedings from Monday noon 
until nearly 2 o'clock Tuesday 
morn- 
}ng. Interest In all other que-stlons was 
dwarfed into Insignificance by the one 
overwhelming 
question 
of 
war—war, 
which all now regard to be absolutely 
Inevitable. Efforts were made to trans- 
act the regular business of the senate, 
but it wap with utmost indifference that 
senators, performed their work. 


The scene in the senate, even up to 
the minute of adjournment, was one 
of wonderful beauty and 
Impresslve- 
nesB. 
Hundreds of brilliantly attired 
women aniJ men in evening dress filled 
the gallarles. 
On the floor were the 
makers of the country's history await- 
ing the verdict from the 
conference 
fommittee. When finally it came there 
was a hush in the 
great 
chamber, 
which a few Beconds before had been 
thrilling with 
animation. 
When 
the 
verdict had been rviturned and accept- ! 
^d by 'li)» senate the great 
audience 
diaperted—dii-'p^rsod 
quietly, 
almost 
e-ultimnly. 
All rmUlzed that thP ver- ^ 
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diet meant war, and the action" taken 
was too momentous 
to inspire 
any- 
thing less than awe. 


The house, after one of the hardest 
and most desperate 
fights 
In its his- 
tory, succeeded in forcing the senate to 
yield the main contention in the w a r 
resolutions—the 
Independence 
of 
the 
existing government 
In Cuba. 
With 


that exception the house accepted the 
reaolutions. 
The 
Republicans 
who 
joined with Democrats In an attempt 
to concur in the senate 
amendments 
entire rallied 14 votes at one time, and 
on every 
vote 
thereafter 
the 
vote 
dwindled. 


Two cabinet meetings were held yes- 
terday, the first beginning at 11 and 
lasting nearly two hours, and the sec- 
ond lasting from 3 until 5:30 o'clock. 
At their close announcement that ex- 
ecutive action was delayed until today 
was made. 
The ultimatum itself» it Is 
believed, is short and to the point. 
I t 
recites the main features of the resolu- 
tions passed by congress, and demands 
compliance therewith. 
The document 
which It Is 
believed 
unquestionably 
will precipitate w a r 
probably will not 
be made public here until notice Is re- 
ceived that it is in the hands of the 
Spanish 
government, 
diplomatic 
eti- 
quette requiring this. 


The Cuban resolution passed by con- 
gress arrived at the White House at 
1:15 o'clock yesterday afternoon, a lit- 
tle over an hour having been consumed 
in the formalities of securing the sig- 
natures 
of 
Speaker 
Reed 
and 
Vice 
President Hobart to the resolution in 
open session and Its delivery at 
the 
White House by Representative Hager, 
of Iowa, chairmiln of the committee on 
enrolled 
bills, 
and 
Representative 
Overstreet, of Indiana. 


The steady progress of military and 
naval preparations 
indicate the con- 
viction on the part of the administra- 
tion that a peaceful solution of exist- 
ing difficulties is not probable. As to 
the course of events in the Immediate 
future, the only prediction that can be 
made is one based on precedents. 
Ac- 
cording to these, Minister 
Woodford 
will notify the Spanish government of 
the action of the government of the 
United States, and should Spain's an- 
swer be unsatisfactory, a s is expected, 
the next step in order will be for him 
to ask for 
his passports 
and 
leave 
Madrid* 
T h a t would-'fc^/ifollowed In- 
stantly by the withdrawal from W a s h - 
ington of Senor Polo, the Spanish min- 
ister. 


At this point it can be said that' the 
state department officials are confident 
that the Spanish government will so 
shape every phase of the negotiations 
as to oblige us to take the initiative 
at every point. 
After the withdrawal 
of the ministers, and assuming Spain 
does not back down, will follow actual 
war. but whether or not the first overt 
act will be preceded by a formal decla- 
ration of war, which would insure the 
Immediate neutralization of the pow- 
ers, or whether the 
North 
Atlantic 
squadron will make Its appearance off 
H a v a n a as a beginning, cannot yet be 
predicted. 


In this connection it m a y be stated 
that the army and navy experts are 
beginning to take a less hopeful view 
of an easy and quick campaign 
than 
they 
entertained 
a short 
time ago. 
Months are now mentioned Instead of 
weeks as the probable length of hos- 
tilities, and one eminent naval officer 
who had experience In the late 
w a r 
professes ,a belief that unless outside 
pressure Is brought to bear a w a r m a y 
easily drag along for a year under the 
existing conditions. 


Apparently the powers have 
aban- 
doned open efforts In Washington 
to 
Infiuence the course of our government. 
Matters were very quiet at all lega- 
tions yesterday, and 
no 
instruction» 
were received by any of the ambas- 
sadors or ministers in the line of medi- 
ation. 


S P A N I S H M I N I S T E R 
R E A D Y . 


F i n a l P r e p a r a t i o n s Made F o r H i s De- 
p a r t u r e F r o m Washluffton. 


Washington, April 20.—The Spanish 
minister, Senor Polo de Bernabe. haa 
made his final preparations for depart- 
ure. 
H e will not move 
precipitately, 
however, as the transfer of the lega- 
tion archives and effects to the French 
embassy 
must 
first 
be 
accomplished, 
and, moreover, there is felt to be no 
disposition on the part of the authori- 
ties here to unduly hasten the move- 
ments of the minister. 
Whether 
the 
state department will send Senor Polo 
his passports or he will ask for them 
is felt to be an immaterial detail. 
He 
intends to go without reference to these 
formalities, and there is every reason to 
believe the state department will afford 
him the protection of passports 
and 
any further attentions usual in the en- 
forced departure of a minister on the 
breaking out of war. The entire staff 
of the legation will accompany the min- 
ister. 
Their 
exact

known, except that they will return to 
Spain at the earliest possible moment. 
It would be no surprise if the minis- 
ter and his staff went by way of Can- 
ada Instead of New York, taking one 
of the Atlantic llnex'S from Halifax.

Belief In Wall Street T h a t T h e r e Will 


Bo No W a r . 


New York. April 20.—There are men 
in Wall street who 
still believe not a 
gun will be fired In w a r between the 
United States and Spain. 
It Is dlfilcult 
to find what they base this assumption , 
on. but they hold it with sufilcient te- 
nacity to decline to. sell out their hold- 
ings In securities, and they buy addi- 
tional 
securities at 
any 
material de- 
cline. 
These buyers were in the mar- 
ket at the opening yesterday, and they 
sustained prices above the London par- 
ity, thus inviting sales for arbitrage 
account of 
many 
thousand shares of 
the international securities which had 
been bought 
in London 
at 
the lower 
prices ruling there. 


The early declines in London seemed 
to indicate a practical abandonment of 
the hopes of peace, and Spanish fours, 
both in London and Paris, dropped 
per cent. This weakness of Spanish se- 
curities was especially demoralizing on 
the Paris bourse. The support accord- 
ed to Americans In New York after the 
opening here wrought a change in sen- 
timent in London, also 
in Berlin, and 
the later 
dealings 
there 
witnessed 
a 
recovering in 
Americans, 
though the 
Spanish bonds continued to drop. 


This tendency 
continued 
In London 
even after the close of the exchange in 
the trading on the street. It was a ten- 
dtncy that gave color to the confident 
belief In certain circles In Wall street 
that Spain 
Is prepared 
to 
relinquish 
Cuba as a Uist resort.

G U A R D S M E N , 


s t a t e M i l i t i a m e n Will Bo Given F i r s t 
O p p o r t u n i t y to Enlist, 


Washington, April 20.—The authori- 
tative statement was made at the war 
department that on the first call for 
troops only the National Guard will be 
given an opportunity to volunteer for 
service in the war. 
This statement is 
in accordance with that made by Sec- 
retary Alger to the National Guards- 
mijn who called upon him at the war 
. department 
on 
Saturday, 
when 
the 
modified Hull bill for the expansion of 
the a r m y In time of w a r was under con- 
Blderation. 
Secretary Alger thinks that 
such a course is in keeping with sound 
discretion and the dictates of common 
sense, for the organized militia have 
gone to great expense and have 
de- 
voted much time to perfecting them- 
selves for military duty. 
Any other 
course, he believes, would be destruc- 
tive of the best Interests of the guard. 


As f a r as practicable the state organ- 
izations entering the volunteer service 
will remain intact, the governors of the 
various states being permitted, as they 
were In 18C1, to designate the 
regi- 
mental ofiicers, which will include those 
of the grades of second lieutenants to 
colonels. 
The president will reserve to 
himself the right to appoint the staff 
and 
field 
officers. Many 
applications 
have been made to the war department 
for permission to volunteer, and among 
men of all creeds, nationalities and pol- 
itics there Is an expressed Intention and 
desire to uphold the honor and integrity 
of the flag of the republic. 


It was stated that the first call for 
troops would be for 80,000 men, which, 
it is believed, will exhaust the entire 
available 
strength 
of 
the 
National 
Guard 
at this time, after 
deducting 
those who are sick and otherwise In- 
capacitated for immediate service. The 
total strength of the guard as reported 
to the war department, is 113,704 men. 


General 
Miles made 
another 
addi- 
tion to his staff yesterday. 
Brgadier 
General J. C. Breckinridge, now Inspec- 
tor general of the United States, will 
serve on General Miles' staff as chief 
of 
the 
inspection 
department. 
This 
makes four staff oflUcers selected for

within the last few days, and it Is the 
general's 
intention 
to 
have 
all 
the 
staff departments of the army repre- 
sented, 60 that it will be necessary to 
add a signal oflicer and an ordnance of- 
ficer. 


Both military and naval preparations

Seven fleet steam yachts suit- 
able for navigation In Cuban

were procured, and several bids for 
steam colliers were made.

is directed to use 
our 
army and navy to enforce the demands. 
In the house the resolution presented 
by the foreign relations committee wa? 
adopted by a vote of 322 to 19 after only 
40 minutes' debate. 
It provided for Im- 
mediate Intervention, but without rec- 
ognizing the Insurgents. 


Meantime the war preparations were 
rushed with increased activity. 
It was 
announced, by the 
navy 
department 
that the American line steamers 
St. 
Louis and St. Paul 
had 
been 
pur- 
chased as auxiliary cruisers, and they 
will be speedily transferred Into war 
vessels. 
Soon afterward came the a n - 
nouncement that the 
flying 
squadron* 
had raised anchors at Hampton Roads 
and put to sea. This caused considera- 
ble excitement, but It has since been 
demonstrated that they were out on a 
practice cruise, which was 
eminently 
successful.

feet below the mouth of the cave and 
about half a mile distant. 
If 
the 
weather is warm, as we near 
the en- 
trance 
stop into a bracing, cool, 
pure air, welling up from the cave and 
Bowing down the glen beneath the 
stratum of lighter and warmer air. 
I 
have stood near the entrance and 
ex- 
tended onehnnd into a temperature of 
90 degrees, while the other hand Avas 
extended into a cool flowing river of 
air with a temperature of about 60 de- 
grees. 
The air within the cave has a 
uniform temperature, 
summer 
and 
winter, of 54 degrees. 
The cave may 
be said to breathe twice a 
year—in- 
haling during the winter and exhaling 
during the summer. 
This 
breathing 
of the cave, and the purity of the air 
and its freedom from germs, are among 
the most interesting problems to be 
studied. 
By what process the air 
in 
the cave becomes sterilized remains to 
be determined. 


But our faithful negro 
guide has 
counted the party, selected the requi- 
site number of lamps and given the 
word, and we follow him in single file 
down the rude stone steps into the 
vestibule of the cave. 
Turning, 
we 
look up at the beautiful eii'ect of day- 
light M'hich we are leaving, and ad- 
mire the delicate cascade falling from 
the overhanging arch at the entrance. 


Here our lamps are lighted and we 
enter this silent, mysterious, 
change- 
less abode of eternal night, where the 
heat of summer and the cold of-winter, 
the storms and thunders of the outer 
world, never jDenetrate. 
A few hun- 
dred yards and we feel the peculiar 
sensation of emerging into expanding 
space. 
We 
catch only glimpses 
of 
white limestone projecting out of black 
shadows of the far-away Avails and 
ceiling of an immense, almost circular 
room about 70 feet high, 
which our 
guide proclaims the Rotunda. 


We note the peculiar musical effect 
of the human voice. 
Years ago it was 
my good fortune to hear a 
celebrated 
German musical society sing in this 
Rotunda. 
I went far away in one of 
the great avenues leading from 
here, 
blew out my light and sat alone in the 
darkness and listened while the great 
ahthems 
roll ed 
and 
reverberated 
through the lofty corridors in majestic 
waves of melody, 
I could then 
ap- 
preciate the inestimable privilege of 
the few who heard Jenny Lind sing 
here, and who in the Star 
Chamber 
heard a member of her party render on 
his violin the prayer from ^'Der Prei- 
Bchutz." 


When the Rotunda is illuminated, 
we note the perfect clearness of 
the 
atmosphere, the freedom 
from dust 
particles of any kind; and we 
soon 
learn that nowhere in the cave will 
even dust rise upon our shoes. 
We 
note also the exhilarating effect of the 
ail* upon the members of our party. It 
is believed that the air has 
become 
oxygenated by chemical process; cer- 
tainly, from its purity and dryness, it 
enables one to undergo exercise 
for 
hours without 
a sense 
of fatigue. 
Here before us is evidence of the won- 
derful dryness of the air. 
The 
salt- 
petre vats 
erected 
in 1812, and 
the 
timbers which have remained in their 
present position since then, show no 
evidences of decay. 
In these vats the 
saltpetre was leached from the nitrous 
earth abounding in the upper 
and 
middle dry avenues, and used for the 
manufacture of gunijowder. 
The war 
of 1812 was fought, on the American 
side, Avith gunpowder made from salt- 
petre taken from caves, and Mammoth 
Cave supplied the greater part. 
One 
wonders how, in the absence of germs 
and 
of decay, the earth becomes 
charged Avith nitrogen. 
It 
has been 
claimed that nitric acid in the 
atmos- 
phere, combining with the limestone, 
forms nitrate of calcium, and the dis- 
integrated waste from the walls and 
ceiling yields the great supply of ni- 
trogen abounding in the cave. 


It reiiuires a day and a half to make 
the regulation journeys through 
the 
cave; one half a day to -what is known 
as the Hhort route, and an 
entire day 
to the Long or River route. 
But that 
by no means exhausts the objects 
of 
hiterest, and one may spend 
days in 
visiting avennes 
and chambers and 
domes not included in the regular 
routes. 


CURLING. 


A Scotch Gnino ZoalouRly riiUIvntotl by 
Scotcliinon in Aincrion. 


The game of curling has 
secured a 
firm place among the winter sports in 
all parts of the country where there 
is heavy ice and where 
there are 
Scotchmen to teach the game to their 
American neighbors. There are about 
fifty curling clubs in the 
United 
States, and the Grand National Curl- 
ing club of America has a 
member- 
ship of many hundreds in all parts of 
the North and Northwest; butsiillthe 
game is spoken of as ''Scotland's ain 
game.** 


The game is always played on ice- 
covered lakes or rivers,except in Eng- 
land, where it is frequently 
played 
under glass roofs by men whose white 
waistcoats, straw hals, fioral decora- 
tions and general lack of Scotch style 
cause the real curlers to regard 
them 
with scorn. 


The curlers who are members of the 
New York clubs have their 
contests 
on Van Cortlandt lake, and there 
is 
jDrobably no class of sportsmen 
who 
go about a game so seriously as they. 


The object of the game is to 
plant 
the curling-stone, which has a tea-ket- 
tle shape and -weighs from thirty-two 
to forty-four pounds, near the 
"tee" 
or centre of a circle at a distance of 
forty yards and to guard it there. 


Next to the stone the broom 
plays 
the most important part in the 
game 
of curling, because, in the hands of a 
sweei^er who is anxious to 
see 
the 
stone advance to the circle where it 
will count, it is wielded 
dexterously, 
so that every particle of snow or 
ice 
may be removed from 
the 
stone's 
course. 
The "skips" or captains 
of 
the 023posing sides have charge of thé 
sweeping departments, and the sweep- 
ers have the right to use their brooms 
after the stone has got beyond the lino 
which marks the middle of the 
rink. 
The sweeping is always 
to a side or 
across the rink and not forward 
or 
backward, where the sweepings might 
obstruct the passage 
of a running 
stone. 


Match games, called a bonspiel, are 
played by opposing teams of four each, 
and when it is at home curling is es- 
sentially democratic. It ha's been said 
that 
the 
lord 
of the manor, 
the 
clergyman and the village blacksmith 
may be seen on the same rink with 
the smith as "ski]^,*' shouting to 
the 
clergyman to "Soop, SOOJD!" when 
he 
tKnks a "soop," or sweep in front of 
the moving stone will help it along. 


The enthusiastic 
curler 
sees 
and 
hears nothing but the speeding stones 
and the applause, the shouts of "Weel 
curled, mon!" and the boyish shouts 
which rise on the wintry air show that 
a youthful spirit may live in a mature 
body, particularly if it be that of a 
Scotch curler^—New York Tribune.

Disputes, whether of contract or 
tort, miners' rights, claims, or -what 
not, were, in the absence of any civil 
government, settled by miners' meet- 
ings. 
The aggrieved person called a 
miners' meeting, a chairman was ap- 
pointed, and the grievance set forth. 
If the meeting saw fit to consider the 
question, it formed itself into a court 
by the appointment of a judge and a 
marshal, by the summoning of a jury, 
and by following out the forms of a 
court of law, so far as they knew them, 
and some of them were experienced 
men. 
The parties and their witnesses 
were heard, arguments were made, the 
jury were instructed, and departed to 
make up their verdict. 
This verdict 
was absolutely conclusive upon all the 
parties concerned, and in some in- 
stances judgments have beeii rendeired 
for several thousands of dollars, which 
have always been paid. 
Whatever 
men learned in the law may think of 
such tribunals, the result undoubtedly 
has been that even-handed justice has 
been dealt out without fear or favor, 
and a communityliable to most violent 
jjassions has been conducted without 
serious disturbances of the peace or 
infringement of the rights of others. 
No shooting scrape has occurred, ex- 
cept in a single instance, in which a 
man crazed Avith licjuor, after a pro- 
longed debauch, attempted to kill a 
saloon-keeper who refused any longer 
to sell him liquor. 
This disturber, 
after firing two shots, was killed by 
the 
saloon-keeper 
in 
self-defence. 
The latter was tried and promjjtly ac- 
quitted.

If there is one place where a vessel 
is sxipposed jDopularly to be safe, says 
the Kew York Sun, that jDlace is port. 
It need not be her home port; but so 
long as a vessel is in port, in the 
minds of the public she is safe, yet, 
as the recent disaster to the Maine 
shows, even i^ort is not always safe. 
In fact, some of the great naval disas- 
ters in history occurred in port. 


Probably the greatest accident on 
record, and certainly the most famous, 
was the capsizing of the Royal George, 
A line of battleship of the British 
navy. 
It was the flagship of Rear 
Admiral Richard Kempenfeldt, 
On 
Aug. 29, 1782, as it lay off Spithead, 
at the mouth of the Thames, it was 
heeled, in order that a pipe might be 
repaired. 
Heeling Avas a simple pro- 
cess; one broadside of guns was run 
from one side of the ship to the other, 
so that all the weight was on one side; 
this laid the ship over far enough to 
lay bare the end of the pipe. 
Heeling 
wasn't absolutely safe, but the repairs 
were so simple that it wasn't worth 
while to dock the ship. 
So they 
heeled the Royal George, 


The ship had not been put out of 
commission, and practically all her 
officers and crew were aboard. 
Be- 
sides, 
the friends 
of many of the 
ship's company were on board, men, 
women and children, 
A land breeze 
sprang up, the stays did not hold, and 
the great ship capsized, nearly 800 
persons being drowned. 
The Royal 
George carried 108 guns, and was one 
of the best vessels in the royal navy. 
On June 2, 
1859, 
the steamship 
Eastern Monarch lay oif Spithead, af- 
ter a voyage from India, with 500 offi- 
cers and men on board, most of whom 
were invalids. 
That night she 
was 
burned, but providentially only eight 
persons lost their lives. 
On Dec. 22, 
1875, just three days before Christ- 
mas, H. M. S. Goliath, used as a train- 
ing ship, lay in the Thames Avith about 
500 officers, men and boys, most of 
the boys being rescued from the slums 
of London. 
A lamp uj^set on the oil- 
room floor; but again fortune was on 
the side of man, and only twelve per- 
sons were burned to death. 


Sunday, March 24, 1878, was an un- 
pleasant day in parts of England. 
There was a snowstorm, which is al- 
ways unpleasant in England, and then 
there came thunder and purjDle light- 
ning, and, to top off, a furious squall 
raged for a short time. 
Just before 
the squall H, M. S. sailing frigate Eu- 
rydice, used as a training shi]^, sailed 
up along the Isle of Wight. 
She had 
about 300 men and boys on board, 
and came in with a good breeze, most 
of her sails drawing and her ports 
open. 
The boys were crowding the 
decks, happy to see England 
again 
after a long voyage from the Bermu- 
das, 
Off Dunnose head, near Vent- 
nor, that snow squall struck 
her and 
she capsized. 
Ventnor is a M'atering- 
place, winter as well as summer; and 
right before the eyes of hundreds of 
persons unable to help, the old frigate 
went 
down. 
Hardly any one was 
saved. 
Captain Hare, Lieutenant Ta- 
bor, the executive officer, and nearly 
every 
other person on board was 
drowned almost within roach of land 
at the entrance of the harbor forwhich 
they had hoped. 


Forty-five years ago Captain Cow- 
per Coles of the British navy invented 
what he called a turret ship, a vessel 
to carry few guns, but those of large 
calibre, in movable towers on the deck. 
Ericsson had the same idea and carried 
it out in his monitor, but Captain 
Coles 
was not able to embody his 
plans in a ship until nearly fifteen 
years had passed. 
Finally, the lords 
commissioners for executing the oflice 
of lord high admiral accepted the cap- 
tain's plans, andH, M, S. Captain was 
the result. 
It was a full-rigged iron 
ship, armored, with auxiliary steam 
power. 
High bulwarks were intended 
to be let down when the vessel was 
cleared for action, uncovering the two 
turrets. 


The ship was launched in 1809 and 
had trouble from the 
first. 
Finally, 
she seemed to 
"find herself" and 
joined the Channel 
fleet. 
On Rei^t, 
7, 1870, commanded by Captain Hugh 
Burgoyne, she was sailing through the 
Bay of Biscay. 
She carried a comi^a- 
ny of 488 persons, and Captain 
Coles 
and Mr, Childers, a son of the first 
lord of the admiralty, Avho were pas- 
sengers, made the total number on 
board 490, 
At 12.15 a.m. a squall 
sprung up and struck the top-heavy 
ship. 
The bulwarks were down, the 
shiiJ heeled over and never righted. 
Of the 490 jjersons 
on board 
only 
eighteen escaped, and Avhen the court- 
martial sat to try some one for 
negli- 
gence in losing the vessel, the only 
2)erson they could try was James May, 
the gunner! 
Every officer was lost. 
The Captain was not in harbor; but 
she might as well have been; she was 
alone, there was no danger of colli- 
sion, her ammunition didn't explode. 
Seemingly she was as safe as a shij) 
well could be. 
She and the Eurydice 
and the Royal George were beaten 
down by no great storms. 
It 
was as 


though the finger of Providence had 
pointed at those three shipn and at 
nothing else. 


Not quite throe years after the Eu- 
rydice capsized there was a boat race 
on the Thames up in Canadn, 
The 
day was Queen Victoria's birthday, 
May24, 1R81. 
The day was clear, it 
was a holiday, and the race was excit- 
ing; so the steamboats accompanying 
the racers were crowded. 
The 
Vic- 
toria had on her decks every soul she 
could carry; but everybody' behaved 
well, and there was no trcable and no 
danger—until an exciting part of a 
race caused the crowd to rush to one 
side of the boat. 
Then she capsized. 
She had 700 persons on board, and 
more than 300 died. 
The siiddenness 
of this disaster was apiDalling, 


There are countless other instances 
of such strange providential happ^ïu- 
ings; they all go to show that a man 
is as safe anywhere as he is anywhere 
else, and that when his time is up ho 
must go. 


A Song of Ecstasy, 


A very interesting feature 
of our 
bird-songs is the wing-song or song of 
ecstasy. 
It is not the gift of many of 
our brids. 
Indeed, less than a dozen 
species are known to me as ever sing- 
ing on the wing. 
It seems to 
spring 
from more 
intense excitement 
and 
self-abandonment than the 
ordinary 
song delivered from the pex*ch. 
When 
the bird's joy reaches 
tho point of 
rapture it is literally carried 
off its 
feet, and up it goes into the air, pour- 
ing out its song as a rocket pours its 
sparks. 
The skylark and the 
bobo- 
link habitually do this, 
but 
a few 
others of our birds do it only on occa- 
sions. 
Last summer, up in the Cat- 
skills, I added another 
name 
to my 
list of ecstatic singers—that of the ves- 
per sparrow. 
Several times I heard a 
new song in the air, 
and 
caught 
a 
glimpse of the bird as it dropped back 
to the earth. 
My attention would be 
attracted by a succession 
of hurried, 
chirping notes, followed by a brief 
burst of song, then by the 
vanishing 
form of the Ijird. One day I was lucky 
enough to see the bird as it was rising 
to its climax in the air, and identified 
it as the vesper sparrow. 
The burst 
of song 
that crowned the 
upward 
flight of seventy-five or one-hundred 
feet was brief; but it was brilliant and 
striking, and entirely unlike the leis- 
urely chant of the bird while upon the 
ground. 
It suggested a lark, but was 
less buzzing or humming. 
The pre- 
liminary chirping notes, uttered faster 
and faster as the bird mounted in the 
air, were like the trail of sparks which 
a rocket emits before its grand 
burst 
of color at the top of its 
flight—John 
Burroughs in The Century. 


Sliortost Tiino in Maklnnj: Shoes, 
Machines for'shoemaking have been 
so highly developed in America, that 
not long since 
an ordinary pair of 
shoes was made in NeAv York from 
start to finish, including the sewing 
on of the buttons and the packing of 
the pair in a box, in the almost in- 
credibly short time 
of less than six- 
teen minutes. 
A pair of button-up 
man's shoes was turned out complete 
in the Midlands in twenty minutes. 
At last year's Shoe and Leather fair 
at the Agricultural 
hall, 
London, a 
pair of shoes was completed in thirty- 
four minutes, 
the leather having in 
that 
time passed through fifty-three 
machines and the hands of sixty-three 
people. 
In 
Vienna a pair of shoes 
was made of leather (obtained from a 
live calf) 
within 
twenty-four hours. 
This took place in fulfilment of a 
wager, and a committee was elected 
to see that 
everything 
was fairly 
done. 
Early in the morning of the 
appointed day a calf was killed in the 
presence of numerous Avitnesses, The 
skin was at the tannery at- noon; 
it 
was properly tanned and turned over 
to one of tho most skilful hands of 
the shoemaker that very evening, and 
next morning it reappeared in the 
shape of a pair of shoes, which were 
worn by the man who owned the calf 
within twenty-four hours of the ani- 
mal having been killed,^—Tit-Bits.

Bev. J. 0. Miller Dead. 


YORK, April 1 8 — R e v J. O. Miller, 
'the venerable pastor of Trinity Reform- 
*ed Church, this city, and one of the 
best known ministers of the Reformed 
'Church, died at 8.05 o'clock this even- 
ing. 
The immediate cause of his death 
'was heart failure. 
He had been a suf- 
ferer from heart disease and chronic 
bronchitis for some years.

States and served with distinction

the years 1871 and 1873 and again in 
the year 1893 as president of the syn- 
ods of the Reformed Church of the 
United States. 
He was a trustee of the 
York County Academy for over twen- 
ty-five years. 
He was chaplain of the 
York City Fire Department. 
He is sur- 
vived by a wife and three children.

Memphis,

Such a cause for 
action is probably unheard of in the 
annals of the courts of the country. In 
December, 1890, L. B. Gate was shot 
and killed by one Bill Pcnic. 
Penio 
was In-dlctod and tried on tho charge of 
murder. He was defendeil by tho same 
lawyers w-ho are now acting for him 
la this civil suit. The accused was ac* 
quitted on tho plc^a of self-defense. 
The parents of the deceased, L, B. Gate, 
thought to honor his memory by erect- 
ing a suitable tombsrtone 
over his 
grave, and having cut In the marble a 
legend setting forth somo of th(» circum' 
stances of his 'taking off. The follaw- 
Ing was cut on the tombstone: 


B., son of J. 0. m d L. J. Gate. 
Born April 10. 1870. 
Married Willie 
Freeman December 21,1SS7. Was shot 
and killed by Bill Penic December 11, 
1S9G; caused by PenIc swearing to a 
lie on Gate's wife. 
Aged 20 years fi 
months and 1 day." 


It Is alleged by PenIc that this «tone 
was lettered by J. H. Hutchinson, ol 
Martin, .and it Is alleged that tho stone 
•was exposed to public gaze In the yard 
of Hutchinson for quite a while before 
it "was erected a.t the head of the grave 
containing the remains of the deceased 
Gate, 
Since the vindication of Penic 
by the trial jury in Weakley County he 
has sought reparation for the wording 
of this tombstone. 
The complainani 
seeks damages from the sculptor and 
the father of the deceased in the siii)» 
of SIO.OOO. 


A JUOCÎW or Aiijjoleou a Hair. 
A unique souvenir of the great Napo- 
leon is kept In the family of his old 
nurse and attendant, being now In the 
possession of Prof. Bagloy, of Abilene, 
Kan. 
He is a native of the Island of 
St. Helena, aud his mother Avas one of 
the intimates of the guardians of Na- 
poleon. When the Emperor lay dying 
his old nurse stole to his side and 
clipped from his head a lock of hair. 
Part of the lock she gave to Mr. Bag- 
ley's mother and sho gave it to her son. 


It is kept in a bottle aud Is black and 
graj', with a trace of brown. For forty 
years the bottle has been kept In a dark 
room, that the hair may not be Injured 
by the light, 
Thoro are about forty 
strands- In all. 
The relic is held at a 
great value by the possessor. 
He has 
also some cloth from the cofiin, a medal 
given by Napoleon and 
some other 
minor souvenirs from tho Island of St. 
Helena.

Napoleon known to bo on this continent 
Is a single ha!r that Richard Watson 
Gilder once owned. 
He kept It In his 
watch case. When the watch was re- 
paired he forgot to tell the jeweler of 
the precious contents.

Coloring Vor Soups. 


Essence of spinach is used for color- 
ing soups, dressings, creams, pud- 
dings, etc., etc.

Cements a n d Vaste. 


Knife Handle Cement—Eesin, four 
parts; beeswax, one part; plaster of 
Paris or brick dust, one part. 
Have 
all finely powdered and mix well. 
Fill handle, heat tho end of the blade, 
and press it in. 


Cement for Glazed Surfaces—Two 
ounces of granulated gum arabic dis- 
solved in a half pint of water; dissolve 
one-half ounce starch in cold water; 
add with one-half ounce of granulated 
sugar to the gum solution, and boil 
all until clear. 
A little oil of cloves 
may be added to keep it. 


Cement for Glass and Earthenware 
—Dilute white of egg with its bulk of 
water. 
Mix to a thin paste with pow- 
dered quicklime. 
Must be used im- 
mediately; will not keep. 


Cement for Fastening Tops on Oil} 
Lamps—Three parts resin, one part 
caustic soda, five parts water. 
Mix 
with half its weight of plaster of Paris. 
It sets in about forty-five minutes; is 
of groat adhesive power. 


Strong Cement for Mending Broken 
Crockery—Mix together equal parts of 
glycerine and litharge to the consis- 
tency of soft putty. 
If articles are al- 
lowed to stand until cement is thor- 
oughly hardened 
they 
will 
resist 
acids and hot water. 


To Fasten Paper to Tin—Break 
clear glue in small pieces, soak over 
night in clear water. 
Squeeze and 
drain, put in a wide-mouthed bottle, 
add suflicient glacial acetic acid to 
cover, and stand bottle in warm water 
until melted. 


Scouring Paste—One part oxalic 
acid, fifteen parts peroxide of iron, 
twenty parts powdered rotten stone, 
sixty parts palm oil, four parts petro- 
latum. 
Pulverize tho acid, add iron 
and rotten stone, sift w^ll, gradually 
incorporate the oil and petrolatum. 
Perfume with oil of lavender.—New 
York Times.

''The times are so grave and tht cir- 
cumstances are so 
exceptional 
that 
%ots, not -words, are necessary to face 
the present dlfllculty. 
Attempts are 
being made to sully the clorious his- 
tory of Spain by an infamous calumny. 
The 
different 
Spanish 
governments 
have done their utmost to avert the 
"war to which we are belnir provoked. 
%Ve have now reached the limits of con- 
cession, compatible with honor and ter- 
ritorial Integrity. We consented to the 
last concession at the instance of the 
pope and the powers. We yielded, In 
fact; but now attempts arc made upon 
our honor and menaces directed agrainst 
our territory. That is a thing to which 
Spaniards will never consent. This is 
not the moment to trace a parliament- 
ary program, but the moment to unite 
ourselves, as our fathers have done, in 
the face of an odious attempt against 
tiie integrity of our territory. The In- 
sult offered us today is the moirt; in- 
famous that has ever been offered," 


Continuing, Senor Sagasta counseled 
the rapid constitution of the chambers 
in order to accord to the government 
the means to defend the country's In- 
terests. 


••Spain," he added« '•will not allow 
m parcel of her territory to be taken 
ifrom her with Impunity; nor will she 
Kbe a party to any traffloklnff for her 
possessions.'* 


Seldom has there been witnessed a 
more impressive and significant scene.
